Navy Staff Corps Survey

As further returns in the ARMY AND 
NAVY JOURNAL Staff Corps personnel sur- 
vey continued to indicate strong senti- 
ment for immediate consideration of Staff 
promotion problems, it was revealed that 
Rear Adm. Ben Moreell, Chief of the 
Bureau of Yards and Docks, has recom- 
mended restudy of the whole Staff Corps 
situation. 

Admiral Moreell has submitted to the 
Bureau of Navigation a proposal that a 
board of officers be appointed to consider 
the Staff Corps personnel problem and 
make recommendations for new legisla- 
tion. while the Bureaus of Medicine and 
Surgery and Supplies and Accounts are 
expected to agree to such a plan, while 
still favoring waiting longer before pre- 
sentation of new Staff legislation to 
Congress, no decision has as yet been 
reached in the matter by Rear Adm. J. O. 
Richardson, Chief of the Bureau of Navi- 
gation. Admiral Richardson plans to con- 
sult Senator Walsh and Congressman 
Vinson, chairmen of the naval committees 
of the Senate and House before acting. 

Little change is noted in the third 
weeks’ returns in Journal’s Staff Corps 
survey. Omly 29% of those voting favored 
the present system of promotion in the 
Staff, with 71% opposed. Sixty-four per- 
cent favored immediate consideration of 
changes, while 60 percent said they did 
not believe that the benefits of waiting 
for thorough digestion’ of the new Line 
Act outweighed the need for immediate 
action. Seventy-two percent declared 
that they favored revision of the Equali- 
zation Act of 1926.

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President’s Defense Program 
President Roosevelt sent his emergency 
National Defense message to Congress 
Thursday, laying before the legislators a 
program which he characterized as “well 
rounded” and “devoid of all hysteria.” 
Touching “only on the major divisions 
of the total” and explaining that the De- 
partments would submit the items, the 
President asked a total of $552,000,000 for 
“new” needs of the services, as follows: 
For the Army 
$300,000,000 for the purchase of air- 
planes to provide a minimum increase 
of 3,000 planes. 
$110,000,000 for critical items of 
equipment for the Regular and Na- 
tional Guard units of the Initial Pro- 
tective Force. 
$32,000,000 for Educational Orders 
to prepare industry for quantity pro 
duction in an emergency. 
$8,000,000 for seacoast defenses in 
Panama, Hawaii, and the United 
States. 
$27,000,000 to provide an adequate 
peace garrison and housing for the 
Canal Zone. 
Total for Army: $477,000,000. 
For the Navy 
$44,000,000 for Navy bases under 
the Hepburn Board report. 
$21,000,000 for additional 
planes and air material] tests. 
Total for Navy: $64,000,000. 
Air Pilot Training 
$10,000,000 to give primary train- 
ing to 20,000 citizens.

Pay Recommendations 
For Services Released 


Additional compensation for high 
ranking and junior commissioned officers, 
warrant officers, enlisted men, and nurses 
was recommended as of first importance 
among the Service pay needs in the re- 
port of the Interdepartmental Board 
submitted to Congress last week. 


The recommendation provides no in- 
creases in pay for officers of the grades 
of first Heutenant to colonels, inclusive, 
except in removing existing limitations on 
combined pay, fogies and allowances. It 
does, however, extend to the existing re- 
tired list the benefits of any increases 
granted for the active list. 

Senator Morris Sheppard, chairman of 
the Senate Military Committee, for whom 
the Gasser Board made the study, gave 
out six proposed bills prepared by the 
Board to bring about the changes in the 
pay laws it deems moé&t necessary. The 
text of the Board's report and other legis- 
lative proposals, other than those listed 
in “Priority No. 1,” were not made pub- 
lic, pending the submission of additional 
data from the Board, and the decision 
on the part of the Senate Committee as 
to some action in the matter. 

It was stated, however, that under 
“Priority No. 2,” the board recommended 
that no general pay increase be approved 
by Congress, other than the adjustments 
recommended in “Priority No. 1,” until 
there was a substantial increase in the 
percentage of Army enlisted men carried 
in the upper grades and ratings. Then in 
“Priority No. 3,” increases for practically 
all ranks were proposed, 

Senator Sheppard, in making public the 
“first priority” recommendations, said he 
would introduce them in the Senate next 
week. He stated that he had made no 
decision as to the other recommendations. 
The report and the bills, he indicated, will 
be referred to a subcommittee for hear- 
ings. While no time has been set for hear- 
ings, there were reports that they would 
not be held until the middle of February. 

The report bears the signatures of the 
representatives of four of the six services 
under the 1922 Pay Act, the Army, Coast 
Guard, Public Health Service and Coast 
and Geodetic Survey. The Navy Depart 
ment representative, on behalf of the 
Navy and Marine Corps, did not approve 
the report, because of the desire of those 
services for a revision of the principles 
of the 1922 Act. Recommendations t 
alter that Act, prepared by a special Nav 
board, are now being whipped into !

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Plan to Train College Students 


Editorial comment on the Administration’s plan to train 20,000 college students 
as pilots has been almost wholly favorable. From coast to coast, editors are endorsing 
the plan, both from civil and military viewpoints. Below are quoted excerpts from 


various papers. 


The New Orleans, La., Tribune, comments, “Many of our boys, and girls too, are 


going to learn to fly whether their parents like it or not. Those who learn it in college 
will have all the protection and other advantages of good equipment and expert 
instructors. Probably not many of those who learn will ever man planes against an 
enemy. Far more will turn their knowledge of aviation to the account of business and 
pleasure. They will be a second line of air defense that will be worth a great deal to 


the tax-paying elders on the ground.” 


The Kenosha, Wis., News, approving of the plan, declares, “General approval 
will unquestionably be found for President Roosevelt's plan for the federal govern- 
ment to provide training for 20,000 civilian aviators a year so as to bring America’s 
air personnel up to a rating comparable to that of other first rate powers.

Urges Dirigible Development 
and Military Plane Research 


A hope that the development of rigid 
airships, “neglected in this country dur- 
ing the past few years,” may soon resume 
its appropriate place in the progress of 
aeronautical science, is expressed in a re- 
port made to Congress this week by the 
National Advisory Committee for aero- 
nautics. 

“It would be a mistake,” the committee 
declared, “to regard the airship as a craft 
which has reached the zenith of its de- 
velopment.” 

The committee also revealed that the 
late Maj. Gen, Oscar Westover, Chief of 
the Air Corps, shortly before his death on 
Sept. 21, 1938, had, as chairman of a 
Special Committee on the Relation of the 
National Advisory Committee for Aero- 
nautics to National Defense in Time of 
War, submitted a report on this subject. 
The report covered the need for maintain- 
ing the efficient functioning of the Com- 
mittee’s organization in time of war and 
recommended a plan, to go into effect upon 
the declaration of an emergency, whereby 
the Committee’s organization would be 
stabilized and might be increased as nec- 
essary to meet the needs of the Army and 
the Navy. The report was approved by 
the NAA main committee and upon the 
approval of the Secretaries of the War 
and Navy, the plan will become effective 
under the provisions of the National De- 
fense Act. 

Extracts from the Committee’s report 
follow: 

Influence of Air Power 


The crisis in Europe in the fall of 1988 
brought forcibly to world-wide attention the 
overshadowing influence of air power in in- 
ternational affairs. The realization that air- 
craft had been built in great numbers and 
developed to a point where they are capable 
of operating at high spe:ds over long dis- 
tances with large bombing loads thrust upon 
the world a new concept of national defense. 
The imminent prospect of noncombatants be- 
ing subject to indiscriminate attack by air- 
craft stirred the imaginations and fears of all 
peoples. The sudden and rather general ap- 
preciation of the potentialities of modern air 
power is the most significant event that has 
occurred in modern times in connection with 

rengthening the desires of peoples to avoid

Aeronautical Research and National Defense 


The history of 1938 bears witness as to how 
a nation in the space of a few years, by con 
centrating much of its scientific research and 
industrial resources, on the development of 
air power, could gain, for the time being, 
a dominating position. The continued effec 
tiveness of an air arm, however, large, is 
dependent on constant progress in the new 
engineering science of aeronautics. The effi 
clency of an air force is in approximately 
direct proportion to the emphasis that is 
placed on scientific research in aeronautics, 
combined of course with engineering devel 
opment, production, and training. 

What has happened during the past few 
years that has so greatly increased the rela 
tive importance of air power in the national 
defense programs of nations? Of first impor 
tance are the contributions of research labora 
tories which have so greatly extended the 
speed, range, and carrying capacity of air 
craft. Methods of construction also have been 
improved, These have included a trend to 
ward designs of aircraft that would permit 
of duplicating many of the parts by the use 
of machinery, and thus has an approach to 
mass production been made. Although the 
designs of military aircraft of the different 
categories and the manufacturing methods 
employed in the United States have not dif 
fered widely from those in Europe, neverthe 
less in Europe the larger quantities manufac 
tured have accelerated progress toward mass 
production methods. 


Once a nation has embarked upon a pro 
gram intended to develop its air strength 
to maximum effectiveness, the provision of 
adequate laboratory research facilities and 
the training of skilled research personnel 
become of fundamental importance. The ma 
jor European powers at the present time are 
engaged on relatively large aircraft building 
programs which are being prosecuted under 
feverish pressure, Mere numbers of aircraft, 
however, are not in themselves sufficient for 
an adequate modern air force. It is of even 
greater importance that the aircraft be of 
the most effective design. The advances in 
aeronautical science are so rapid that assidu 
ous attention to the subject cannot with 
safety be suspended for even a brief period. 
Where a few years ago we were pleased with 
speeds of around 200 miles per hour, we now 
seek to attain with fully loaded service air- 
planes speeds of 300 and 400 miles per hour. 
It is not only good policy from a financial 
consideration, but also vital from the stand 
point of national defense, that American air 
craft have a performance equal or superior 
to that of a potential enemy. This principle 
necessitates serious consideration of Amer 
ican aeronautical research and experimental 
facilities. 

The Committee's laboratories at Langley 
Field, Va., are working under high pressure.

But they are met at the expense 
of interfering with or neglecting the more 
fundamental scientific long-range investiga 
tions that in the end mean much to the ad- 
vancement of American aeronautics. The 
Committee, therefore, in October, 1938, created 
a Special Committee on Future Research 
Facilities. It is expected that its recommenda 
tions will be made the subject of a special 
report to the Congress. In the meantime, the 
addition to the Committee's research facilities 
at Langley Field of a structures research 
laboratory is urgently needed. 


Commercial Air Transportation 


Remarkable advances continue to be made 
in the field of commercial air transportation, 
and in this field the United States has for 
years held a recognized leadership. Although 
in private flying the progress has not been 
so rapid, the United States nevertheless has 
definitely excelled other nations in this field 
also. These gratifying conditions have been 
due to a combination of causes. The Civil 
Aeronautics Authority has provided indispens 
able assistance in the encouragement and reg 
ulation of civil and commercial aviation. The 
American aircraft industry, with its highly 
trained technical personnel and excellent 
manufacturing facilities, has been keenly alert 
te improve the design and quality of aircraft. 
The air transport lines have shown commend- 
able initiative and efficiency in operation and 
have done their utmost to eliminate accidents 
and the causes of accidents. The high effici 
ency and safety of American civil and com 
mercial aircraft are in no small measure due 
to the fact that the results of the scientific in 
vestigations of the Committee are generally 
applicable to the design of civil and commer 
cial aircraft as well as to military aircraft. 

In the highly competitive field of interna 
tional air transportation a definite advantage 
will lie with that nation that has the most 
efficient aircraft. Continued active support 
of scientific laboratory research will not only 
pay large dividends in this field, but is abso 
lutely essential to success. 


Research Facilities 


At the present time the laboratories of this 
Committee comprise the following units: The 
8-foot 500-mil-per-hour wind tunnel; the full 
scale wind tunnel with a throat 60 by 30 
feet; the 20-foot propeller-research-tunnel ; 
the 5-foot variable-density wind tunnel; a 7 
by 10-foot wind tunnel; a 4- by 6-foot vertical 
wind tunnel; a 15-foot free-spinning wind 
tunnel; two high-velocity jet-type wind tun 
nels of 11- and 24-inch throat diameters, re- 
spectively; the 2,900-foot N.A.C.A. tank; an 
engine-research laboratory; a flight-research 
laboratory ; and an instrument laboratory. 

In a serious effort to be prepared to solve 
the fundamental problems as they arise, the 
Committee has recently constructed three new 
pieces of research equipment: A 19-foot pres- 
sure wind tunnel that will permit the investi 
gation of the characteristics of large models 











under conditions much more nearly parallel 
ing those of free flight than can be obtained 
in any existing wind tunnel; a refrigerated 
wind tunnel with a throat 7% by 3 feet, for 
the investigation of problems of ice formation 
on aircraft; and a free-flight wind tunnel 12 
feet in diameter, for studying stability and 
control characteristics of airplanes. The Com 
mittee has also constructed an additional shop 
building in which to prepare models for test 
in the full-scale wind tunnel and in the 19-foot 
pressure tunnel. 

The Committee has under construction a 
two-dimensional flow wind tunnel, the pur 
pose of which is to conduct investigations at 
higher values of Reynolds Number. The Com 
mittee has submitted estimates to modernize 
its 20-foot propeller-research tunnel con 
structed in 1927. At that time it was the 
largest wind tunnel in the world. It has been 
an exceedingly valuable piece of equipment, 
but the science has progressed to a point 
where much greater accuracy in research 
equipment is required. Hence the necessity 
for modernization. The Committee has also 
just completed modernizing its 7- by 10-foot 
wind tunnel and its 5-foot vertical wind 
tunnel. 


Research on Aircraft Structures 


The Committee on Aircraft) Structures 
urgently recommends that the main Commit 
tee provide at the earliest possible date a 
laboratory for research on aircraft structures 
With the advance in size and speed of aircraft 
and the increasing complexity and efficiency 
of metal construction, the problems involved 
require the conduct of laboratory research 
on structures on an increasing scale. The 
main Committee, in approving the subcom 
mittee’s recommendation, came to the conclu 
sion that this is the greatest single need for 
additional research equipment and that, in the 
interests of safety and of further progress in 
aeronautics, it should be provided at the 
earliest possible date. 


Airships 


It is noted with satisfaction that approval 
has been given to the building of a rigid air 
ship for naval uses as authorized by the Con 
gress in June, 1938. Although the dimensions 
of this airship are to be small in comparison 
with the largest airships heretofore built, its 
construction will serve to keep alive the older 


of the two branches of aeronautical ience 
From a technical standpoint it is inadvisable 
that airships, which have contributed s° much 
in the past and which those familiar with the 
status of their development believe can con 
tribute much more of value in the future te 
aeronautics, should be allowed to stand idl 
while other branches of aeronautics ore in 
tensively developed. 

There is reason to believe that the «)plica 
tion of recent aerodynamic knowledy+, im 
proved materials, and modern engines «an be 
combined to produce more efficient airships. 
It would be a mistake to regard the sirship

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Navy and Coast Defense 

The report of the Hepburn Board urg- 
ing 25 Navy shores bases for aircraft, 
submitted to Congress last week, received 
prompt White House support this week 
when President Roosevelt included in his 
defense message $44,000,000 to start 
earrying out its recommendations. 

Should this initial appropriation be 
made it will go toward the 15 air bases 
classed as first priority by the board. 
They are: Hampton Roads, Va.: Jack- 


sonville, Fla.: Pensacola, Fla.: Puerto 
Rico; Coco Sole, C. Z.: Sand Point, 
Wash.: Sitka, Alaska; Kodiak, Alaska: 


Pearl Harbor, T. H.; Kaneohe Bay, T. H.;: 
Midway Island; Wake Island: Johnston 
Island: Palmyra Island: and Guam. 

It is quite likely, however, that portions 
of the program will meet with some op- 
position by members of Congress who be- 
lieve that coast defense is the function 
of the Army and that the Navy should 
he free to operate the Fleet without 
thoughts of defending the coasts or local 
areas. They contend that the Board, in 
making its recommendations, included 
aerial coast defense as one of the Navy’s 
functions. It is pointed out that the board 
makes a number of references to this 
function, for example in discussing its 
recommendations for the Gulf of Mexico 
the board states : “If and when the recom- 
mendations of this report are put into 
effect, no other continental coastal region 
will be more secure against hostile naval 
attack,” and again in discussing Atlantic 
outlying possessions : “Fortunately, these 
locations are strategically as well placed 
for the defense of the continental coast 
and the Panama Canal as could be 
chosen.” Discussing the Astoria, Oregon, 
region, the report points to the Navy’s 
reservation at Tongue Point, and to the 
base under construction at Sand Point, 
and states that these supply “all reason- 
able demand for shore-based naval air 
facilities in this immediate area, whether 
for local defense or in support of general 
naval operations.” 

A compilation of the requirements 
recommended by the board reveals that 
if it were carried out the Navy would 
have 54 shore based patrol squadrons, 
which, being of an average strength of 12 
planes each, would make a total of 648 
of the large combination patrol and 
bombing planes. In addition the board 
urges facilities for 12 more squadrons. 
Eight shore based navy utility squadrons 
also are recommended, as are two utility 
squadrons and 11 fighting squadrons for 
the Marine Corps. Also there would be 
provided landing fields shore for 13 ear- 
rier groups with room for expansion to 
include 11 additional. There would be 
eight shore stations with facilities for 
plane and engine overhaul and two for 
engine overhaul alone.

Urges Fortified Base at Guam 

Recalling that former plans to make a 
huge fortified, garrisoned base at Guam 
were stopped by the Washington Arms 
Conference, the report of the Navy Base 
Board points out that that treaty has now 
expired and urges upon Congress the 
building of an air and submarine base 
there to aid in the protection of the 
Philippines and to “reduce to its simplest 
possible terms the defense of Hawaii and 
the continental coast of the United 
States.” 

The Board, headed by Rear Adm. A. J. 
Hepburn, USN, treating of the Philip- 
pines and Guam, reports: 

The defense of the Philippines involves 
matters of national policy which take pre- 
cedence over the military problems involved. 
The military problem itself is one whose solu- 
tion requires measures beyond any that could 
be recommended by this Board within the 
limits of its precept. 

Pending settlement of these questions of 
broad political and military” significance 
which must be considered in connection with 
Philippine independence, the Board recom- 
mends maintenance of existing facilities only. 

Within this Board’s purview in connection 
with the defense of Guam lie certain possibili- 
ties which greatly simplify the military prob- 
lem of the defense of the Philippines. 

Guam is at present practically defenseless 
against determined attack by any first-class 
power based in the western Pacific. With ade- 
quate air and submarine protection securely 
based on Guam, the island could be made 
secure against anything short of a major ef- 
fort on the part of any probable enemy, an 
effort that is to say on the same order of 
magnitude that would be required to establish 
a footing in the Philippines. Supported by a 
garrison of only moderate strength in com- 
parison to the important military issues in- 
volved, with appropriate antiaircraft and 
coast-defense equipment, it seems that such 
a defense force should be able to hold out 
to the limit of time that its supplies lasted, 
a period long enough in ordinary probability 
for adequate support to arrive. The salient 
military features of the situation above en- 
visaged are as follows: 

(a) The island is well adapted to the main- 
tenance of an air force equal or superior to 
any similar hostile force that could be assem- 
bled within a radius of 1,200 miles. 

(b) Its natural facilities for development of 
a submarine base are excellent. 

(c) Even without command of the sea ex- 
tending westward of Midway, the air and sub- 
marine strength of the island could be rein- 
forced. 

(d) The island could only be reduced or oc- 
cuplied by an enemy through landing opera- 
tions supported by naval surface operations 
on a large scale, Hostile air attack alone could 
produce no decisive effect, and against de- 
fenses of the character mentioned would be 
likely to incur heavy and unrequited losses, 

(e) So long as Guam existed as a strong 
air and submarine base hostile operations 
against the Philippines would be a precarious 
undertaking. To an even greater extent Guam 
would greatly impede, if not actually deny, 
extensive hostile naval operations to the 
southward, thus greatly simplifying our naval 
problem should the fleet ever be called upon 
for operations in the Far Fast. 

The foregoing considerations are of suffi- 
cient weight to warrant the recommendation 
that Guam should be developed as a major air 
and submarine base, with a garrison suffi 
clent in strength to make its reduction or 
occupation a major effort on the part of any 
probable enemy. There are, however, other 
considerations and possibilities of a far 
greater significance which it is pertinent to 
take account of in this connection. Although 
these considerations may be regarded as be 
yond the precept of this Board they are of 
such far-reaching importance that the Board 
feels impelled to include them in its report. 

Guam is adapted naturally to development 
as a major advanced fleet base. Detailed 
studies to this end have been made in the 
past, and plans adequate to the situation are 
in hand. Technical development in aircraft 
and submarines during recent years have 
greatly increased the possibilities of such a 
hase. 

On Dee. 18, 1919, the Joint Army and Navy 
Board recommended that “Guam be fortified 
and garrisoned adequate to its defense 
against any foree that could be brought 
against it,” and that a first-class naval base 
be prepared in Apra Harbor. The Washing- 
ton Treaty of 1922 put an end to those plans, 
but that treaty has now expired. 

The establishment of a fully equipped fleet 
base at Guam, capable of maintaining at least 
the major part of the fleet in all types, would 
in itself practically assure the impregnability 
of the island. This by virtue of two facts, 


viz, the natural adaptability of the island to 
defense by inferior force; and, second, the 
availability of a fleet base at this point would 
practically assure, if not unquestioned com- 





mand of the sea between the island and Ha- 
waii, at least the possibility of maintaining 
our communications over this area upon no 
less than equal terms with any force that 
might attack them. 

An important though not governing con- 
sideration is the obvious fact that a fleet base 
in Guam would provide for the security of our 
Asiatic Fleet in time of sudden emergency, 
and for the maintenance of its peacetime mis- 
sion with no great loss in efficiency or con- 
venience as compared to the present situa- 
tion. 

Confining itself to the purely military as- 
pect of this question, the Board is of the 
opinion, in which it believes itself supported 
by the most authoritative sources that have 
given study to the matter, that a strong ad- 
vanced fleet base at Guam, developed to the 
practical limits which the natural resources 
invite, would assure— 

1. Practical immunity of the Philippines 
against hostile attack in force. 

2. The most favorable conditions that could 
be brought about for the prosecution of naval 
operations in the western Pacific, arising from 
whatever necessity. It would reduce to its 
simplest possible terms the defense of Hawali 
and the continental coast of the United States. 

3. The ability of the fleet to operate with 
greater freedom in meeting emergency condi- 
tions that might arise in the Atlantic. 


Pensions for Regulars 


Senator Harry H. Schwartz of Wyom- 
ing has introduced a bill, 8S. 522, provid- 
ing. to members of the Regular Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps and Coast Guard 
who become disabled by reason of such 
service, pensions equivalent to 90% of the 
compensation payable to war veterans for 
similar disabilities. Sponsored by the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars of the United 
States, the Regular Veterans Association 
and the Army and Navy Union, this bill 
is considered by its sponsors as an essen- 
tial part of intensified national defense 
preparations, 

“Approximately one third of our Regu- 
lar,” said Senator Schwartz, “are now 
paid at a rate far less than the minimum 
prescribed by the wage-hour law, and 
if they become disabled in such service 
they are thrown out with pitifully small 
pensions ranging from 30% to 75% of the 
nmounts payable to war veterans suffer- 
ing with similar service connected dis. 
abilities—and such wartime disabled 
veterans are none too generously compen- 
sated. Such a disgraceful situation must 
be eliminated, if the Nation wants its de- 
fenders to be imbued with the morale de- 
terminedly to defend the nation during 
any future emergency.” 


Seek Selection Decisions 

The Navy Department has called upon 
the General Accounting Office to render 
a series of decisions as to retirement and 
separation pay of officers eliminated from 
the active list of the Navy and Marine 
Corps under the terms of the new officer 
personnel act, 

Of serious import to a large number of 
officers will be the Acting Comptroller 
General’s rulings on two of the points in- 
volved. They are: (1) whether captains, 
commanders, and lieutenant commanders, 
(and officers of smilar rank in the Marine 
Corps) adjudged fitted for promotion but 
not designated for rentention, are to be 
retired under section 12 (f) of the Act 
with half pay or with pay computed as 
under the prior law, according to the num- 
ber of years they have served; and (2) 
whether lieutenants who are not adjudged 
fitted but who under section 12 (k) of the 
Act retire with the rank and pay of a 
lieutenant commander because of service 
during the World War, go out with half 
or with graded retired pay. 

The problem arises because of an old 
law which in authorizing retirement with 
three-quarters pay of officers disabled for 
active service or reaching the statutory 
age limit, declared that “all other” re 
tirements should be at half pay. All per 
sonnel legislation in recent years affecting 
the retirement of officers has specified 
the amount of pay that they shall receive. 
In the case of officers retired as the re 
sult of the selection system, the invariable 
method was to fix retired pay at 21.4% 
of their active duty pay multiplied by the 
number of years of service. Congress in 
tended to continue this system in the Act 
of June 23, 1938, but in two instances, 
under 12 (f) and 12 (k)—the measure 
simply states that the officers shall be 
retired. The question is a serious one in- 
asmuch as most of the officers involved 


and they are practically all of those who 
will be retired under the act—-have long 
service, and would retire on either three- 
quarters pay or close to it, if the graded 
system applies. 

Two of the other questions submitted 
to the General Accounting Office are some- 
what similar to the above. They ask 
what retired pay should be allowed an 
officer who comes within the provisions 
of either Section 12 (f) or Section 12 (k) 
and also is within the purview of Section 
12 (1). The latter section states that 
officers who were specially commended 
for their performance of duty in actual 
combat by the Secretary of the Navy or 
the Secretary of War shall upon retire- 
ment be given the rank of the next higher 
grade, “with three-quarters of the active- 
duty pay of the grade in which serving.” 

The other question referred to the 
Comptroller is as to the provision of the 
new act repealing an earlier provision un- 
der which officers whose revokable com- 
missions were cancelled received a year’s 
pay upon separation from the service, The 
question is whether officers who were 
serving under revokable commissions 
when the act was passed may be given a 
year's pay if discharged.

Wearing of Field Cap 

Section II, Circular No. 87, War De- 
partment, 1937, has been rescinded and 
announcement made that pending revi- 
sion of AR 600-35, Dec. 21, 1926, and AR 
600-40, June 22, 1931, the following 
changes in those regulations are pub- 
lished : 

1. AR 600-35.—Paragraph 9b is rescinded 
and the following substituted therefor: 

b. Cap, field, for personnel of the Air Corps, 
and of mechanized and motorized units, for 
all drivers of motor vehicles, and for per- 
sonnel assigned to motor vehicles. 

(1) In general.—To be of a standard design 
oversea cap with curtain, with a piping 
around the edge of the curtain as indicated 
in (2) below. For wear in the Philippine, 
Hawaiian, and Panama Canal Departments 
and Puerto Rico, the field cap will be made 
of cotton khaki cloth, 8.2 ounce. 

(2) Ornamentation. 

(a) Officers.—Piping of the color of arm. 

(b) Enlisted men.—No piping. 

(3) Insignia.—Personnel in units which 
have been authorized to wear distinctive in- 
signin may wear them on the left side, 1 inch 
from front of cap and % inch from bottom 
edge of cap, subject to the provisions of 
paragraph 48c, AR 600-40. 

2. AR 600-40.—Paragraph 31d (2) is changed 
to read: 

(2) For use by personnel of mechanized 
and motorized units; for all drivers of motor 
vehicles ; and for personnel assigned to motor 
vehicles. 





Shipment of Autos 

Pending the printing of changes in AR 
30-960, May 24, 1938, paragraph 19) of 
those regulations has been changed as 
follows: 

b. Shipment to ports of embarkation.—Au- 
thorized baggage, plus 10 percent additional 
on eastbound shipments, of persons traveling 
on Army transports must be shipped so as to 
reach the port of embarkation not less than 
5 days prior to scheduled date of sailing of 
the boat selected for its transportation. When 
automobiles are driven to the port they should 
be delivered to the Superintendent, Army 
Transport Service, at such time prior to 
scheduled date of sailing as may be specified 
by The Quartermaster General. 





Speed Plane Production 


New York — The nation’s aircraft 
plants can more than double their cur- 
rent production and deliver 5,500 mili- 
tary planes a year with their present fac- 
tory space, according to a survey made 
public here by Leighton W. Rogers, presi- 
dent of the Aeronautical Chamber of 
Commerce of America, trade association 
of the industry. 

“Our survey shows that the industry 
can increase its military output more 
than two fold by hiring more labor and 
installing machinery to prevent possible 
bottlenecks in production lines,” said Mr.

Some of our 
important plants have practically no 
business.”

“Navy Juniors” To Academy 

Acting Secretary of the Navy Kdison 
this week asked Congress to permit ten 
additional Army and Navy “juniors” to be 
named to the Naval Academy annually. 

Submitting legislation to increase the 
annual number of appointments made by 
the President at large from 15 to 25, which 
by custom are reserved to sons of officers 
and enlisted men of the military services, 
Secretary Edison said: 

“The young men so appointed have 
been, in general, brought up in naval sur- 
roundings, with early and continued 
naval aspirations, and have proved excel- 
lent midshipmen. They are chosen by 
competitive examination and nearly two 
hundred compete annually for the 15 ap- 
pointments available under existing law. 
It is of interest that at West Point the 
number of cadets appointed by the Presi- 
dent is eighty-nine. In the Naval Acad- 
emy, with allowance for attrition, this fig- 
ure would correspond to an annual ap- 
pointment of approximately thirty mid- 
shipmen.” 


Ask Additional Navy Tanker 


Authority for the Navy to purchase an 
oll tanker from the U. 8. Maritime Com- 
mission, making possible a saving of $1,- 
500,000 and delivery of the ship a year 
earlier than if the Navy directly procured 
it, was proposed this week by Acting Sec- 
retary Edison. 

Arrangements have already been com- 
pleted for the Navy to take over two 
tankers now being built under supervi- 
sion of the Maritime Commission. These 
are part of a larger ordgg of ships being 
built for the Standard Company, into 
which the Government is incorporating 
special features at a cost of $880,000 each 
to make them suitable for naval use in 
war-time. When the cost of building 
tankers under all Navy specifications, for 
peace-time naval use, was found to be ex- 
cessive, it was decided that the Navy 
should take over three of the vessels des- 
tined for the Standard Oil. Legal diffi- 
culties, however, have prevented the pur- 
chase of the third ship, and the present 
bill would amend the Naval Auxiliary Act 
of July 30, 1987, to permit “acquisition” 
of the oiler therein authorized “to be con 
structed.” 


Resubmit Naval CMTC Bill 

Congress this week received a_ bill 
drafted under the personal direction of 
President Roosevelt which would set up 
for the Navy an organization similar to 
the present CMTC. 

Under the terms of the bill which failed 
in the closing days of the last Congress 
and was resubmitted this year by the 
Navy Departments, college and high 
school students Would be given 45 days 
training each summer aboard naval ves- 
sels and at shore stations, to develop ofli- 
cers and petty oflicers for the Naval Re- 
serve,

Effective Date of Retirement 

The Court of Claims ruled this week 
that the President has the power to set 
the effective date of a retirement for 
physical disability at a date later than 
that upon which he approved the findings. 
The case arose in the suit of Lt. (jg) 
James A. Greenwald, jr., USN-Ret., who 
claimed the difference in pay between 
that of a lieutenant, junior grade, with 
10 years’ service, and that of the same 
rank with more than 9 and less than 10 
years’ service. 

Judge Waley, in delivering the opinion 
of the court, stated: 

On April 2, 1936, the Naval Retiring Board 
found that paintiff was permanently incapaci- 
tated for active service by reason of pyscho 
neurosis, neurasthenia, due to an incident of 
the service. On May 26, 1936, the Secretary 
of the Navy submitted the findings of the 
Board to the President with the recommenda 
tion that they be approved “effective July 1, 
1936, and that Lieutenant (JG) James A. 
Greenwald, Jr., USN, on said date be retired 
from active service and placed on the retired 
list in conformity with the provisions of U. 8. 
Code, Title 34, section 417.” The findings of 
the Retiring Board and the recommendation 
of the Secretary of the Navy were approved 
by the President on May 27, 1936. On June 6, 
1936, the plaintiff was advised of the findings 
of the Retiring Board by the Bureau of Navi- 
gation; that the President had approved the 
findings; and that on July 1, 1936, in ac- 
cordance with the direction of the President, 
he should regard himself as having been 
transferred to the retired list. 

The sole question in this case is whether 
the plaintiff was retired July 1, 1036, the 
date contained in the recommendation of the 
Secretary of the Navy which the President 
approved, or May 27, 1936, the date upon 
which the President affixed his signature to 
the approval of the decision of the Retiring 
Board, 

Section 1453 of the Revised Statutes reads 
ns follows: 

When a retiring board finds that an offi- 
cer is incapacitated for active service, and 
that his incapacity is the result of an 
incident of the service, such officer shall, 
if said decision is approved by the Presi 
dent, be retired from active service with 
retired pay. 

The defendant contends that, under this 
section of the statute, retirement took place 
immediately upon the approval by the Presi 
dent of the recommendation of the Retiring 
Board and not upon the date fixed in the 
recommendation of the Secretary of the Navy 
ns approved by the President, In other words, 
that the Board had no power to recommend 
and the President had no power to fix a 
future date for retirement, and that, where 
an officer was found to be permanently in 


eapacitated as the result of an incident of 
th: service, he was automatically retired 
when the President approved the reeom 


mendation. 
Section 1452 of the 
us follows 


Revised Statutes reads 


A record of the proceedings and decision 
of the board in each case shall be trans 
mitted to the Secretary of the Navy, and 
shall be laid by him before the President 
for his approval or disapproval, or 
orders in the case. 

(Bold ours.) 

Section 1448 of the Revised Statutes gives 
the President discretion, when, in his judg 
ment, an officer is incapacitated to perform 
the duties of his office, to refer the case to the 
Retiring Board, 

We can find nothing in these sections of the 
Statutes to prohibit the President, upon the 
recommendation of the Retiring Board, from 
fixing the date of retirement after the date 
on which he signs the recommendation of 
the Board, The whole intent and meaning 
of these sections is to place the decision 
with the Retiring Board as to the physical 
incapacity of the officer and on what date 
he should be retired, Section 1452 of the 
Revised Statutes allows the President to ap- 
prove, or disapprove, or issue orders in the 
case when the decision of the Board is trans 
mitted to him by the Secretary of the Navy. 

In the instant case we hold that the plain 
tiff was retired on the day on which the 
resident decided the order should go into 
effect. We can not take into consideration 
the fact that, by placing him on the re- 
tired list at a future date, it will allow the 
plaintiff to receive a larger compensation for 
o retired officer than if the order went into 
effect immediately upon the signing by the 
President, This determination would rest 
with the Retirement Board and the President 
and can not be judicially considered.

Navy Warrant Service 

All active service performed during the 
World War as a warrant or commissioned 
officer of the National Naval Volunteers 
could be counted by Navy Chief Warrant 
Officers for pay, promotion and retirement 
purposes, under a proposed bill submitted 
to Congress this week by the Navy De- 
partment, 
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Would Use Ships As Targets 

The President would be given authority 
to decide on the method of disposal of any 
overage naval vessel which has been re- 
placed by a new vessel and which he 
deems no longer required for national de- 
fense, under a bill submitted to Congress 
this week by the Navy Department. 

Existing law permits the disposal of old 
ships only by sale to the highest bidder. 
The Navy Department asks that this be 
changed so that if deemed advisable, (1) 
ships can be broken up and the scrap 
metal used or sold, (2) they can be used 
as targets or (3) they can be sunk for 
use as breakwaters.

1. Upward revision of pay schedules for commissioned, warrant, and enlisted personnel, 
active and retired. 

2. Revision of the promotion system for the Staff Corps of the Navy in accordance with 
the sentiment expressed by the officers concerned ; perfection of the Navy Line Personnel Act; 
authorization for the retirement of colonels of the Army with the rank of brigadier general. 

3. Balanced, orderly expansion of the land, sea and air forces and merchant marine so as 
te provide services that will effectively discharge the missions confided to them, and perfection 
of facilities for gearing industry to them in times of emergency. 

4. Resumption of reenlistment allowances; reform of retirement, pension and disability 
laws for enlisted men; and an increase in grades and ratings, with compensation for technical 
knowledge and skill required by modernization. 

5. A National Guard to be increased in personnel and materiel in proportion to expansion 
in the general defense establishment; 14 day training annually for eligible Army reserve offi- 
cers; funds for carrying forward the purposes of the Thomason Act; appropriations for the 
expansion program of the Naval Reserve. 

6. Revision of pension laws to assure widows of the Regular Services a living income. 

7. Compensation for service personnel whose privately owned automobiles are employed 
on Government business, 


WE SINCERELY TRUST THAT IN ITS consideration of provision for increased 
strength for the Army and the Navy, Congress will not neglect the needs of the 
human element. Due to the personal interest of Senator Sheppard, Chairman of the 
Senate Military Committee, there is now awaiting Committee consideration the 
recommendations for pay revision made by an Interdepartmental Board. A Naval 
Board has prepared its views on this matter at the instance of Chairman Vinson of 
the House Naval Committee. Thus is promised an inquiry, which, in itself, will be 
helpful. It will inform the country of the hardships, which the present pay schedules 
impose, particularly for the lower ranks and for the enlisted personnel, as a result 
of the increased costs of living. It will show also that while Congress has been con- 
siderate of the salary situation of civilian employes of the Government, even of the 
CCC, it has been neglectful of that of the men responsible for the protection of the 
country. These men are forced to maintain a 1989 standard of living, expected of 
them because they wear the uniform, upon a standard of pay which really was 
established in 1908, On figures alone, the dollar has been depreciated 40% since that 
earlier date, which means that it cannot now buy what it bought thirty-one years ago. 
Moreover, there have been cuts in, or abolition of, allowances, including that for 
reenlistment. It is obvious even to the unthinking that the country must have addi- 
tionai equipment for its defense, but to those who know conditions in the Services it 
is of greater importance that their members should be provided with decent com- 
pensation. Men properly paid, and without the worry which financial inadequacy 
for themselves and their families causes, are more loyal, more alert, more determined 
to give their best to the jobs assigned to them. What is embarrassing at the moment 
is the fact that two pay reports, one for the Services and the other for the Navy, 
have been adopted. We shall hope Congress will create a joint Committee of the 
Senate and House to investigate the whole pay situation and make recommendations 
for its correction. 


TO THE SATISFACTION OF ALL concerned with the military and naval 
posture of the United States, there runs through the President’s National Defense 
message the principle that the country must have a balanced force for its protection. 
This applies to the Army, the Navy and their air contingents. Carefully drafted by 
the General Staff there was devised in 1987 what was termed a “Protective Mobiliza- 
tion Plan,” and with equal care, the General Board of the Navy and other authorities 
of that fighting arm, determined upon the character and strength it should possess in 
order to enable it to discharge the vital missions confided to its care. The immediate 
objective in connection with the Initial Protective Force is the complete equipment of 
the Regular Establishment and the National Guard with machines and weapons 
which will assure a balanced and modernized organization fully capable of bearing 
the heavy burden war would impose upon it. This the President proposes in his mes- 
sage. The Navy must have more battleships. Two, perhaps of 45,000 tons, will be 
provided for in the regular appropriation bill. So it was not necessary for the Presi- 
dent to ask that provision be made for ships in his latest defense program. Both 
Services must have more air planes, not the fantastic numbers that were suggested, 
and which would have led to early obsolescence and discard, but construction under 
plans which will provide for immediate safety and for future development. Such plans 
the President has advocated. The planes will need pilots and mechanics. The Presi- 
dent wants provision made for getting them. Realizing the high importance of the 
Panama Canal in our defense, he has taken steps which will relieve the precarious 
situation that sudden war would precipitate for it. Impressed by the report of the 
Naval Base Board, the President has urged Congress to supply the funds necessary 
for the execution of its recommendations. Understanding that industrial mobiliza- 
tion is as essential in modern war as troops or ships, Congress has been asked for 
funds for reserves and for the gearing up of industry to meet their requirements. 
The mere iteration of these features of the President’s message shows that he has in 
mind balance, that he discarded the grandiose suggestions of diplomats and others, 
and that he sought and took the advice of his experts, the responsible heads of the 
War and Navy Departments.

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Text of Legislation Given “First Priority” in Interdepartmental Pay Report 


Principal Bill 


A Bill to further amend an Act entitled 
“An act to readjust the pay allowances of 
the commissioned and enlisted personnel of 
the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, 
Coast and Geodetic Survey, and Public Health 
Service” approved June 10, 1922, as amended : 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States in Con- 
gress assembled, That the second paragraph 
of section 1 of the Act entitled “An Act To 
readjust the pay and allowances of the com- 
missioned and enlisted personnel of the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, Coast and 
Geodet ic Survey, and Public Health Service,’ 
approved June 10, 1922 (42 Stat. 625), herein- 
after referred to as the Pay Readjustment 
Act of June 10, 1922, be, and is hereby, 
amended by striking out the figures, “$1.000" 
in the first line of the paragraph and inserting 
the figures “$1,800” in Heu thereof, 


That the tenth paragraph of section 1 of 
the said Act of June 10, 1922, be, and is here- 
by, amended by striking out the colon and 
all the paragraph following thereafter and 
substituting a period in Hien thereof. 


Sec, 2. That section 4 of the Pay Readjust- 
ment Act of June 10, 1922, be, and is here- 
by, amended by adding at the end thereof 
the following paragraph: 


“The final decision on all matters arising 
under this section shall be made by the 
heads of the executive departments concerned, 
under regulations to be prescribed by the 
President, which shall be uniform for all the 
Services mentioned in the title of this Act.” 

Sec, 8. That section 7 of the Pay Readjust- 
ment Act of June 10, 1922, as amended (45 
Stat. 1187), be, and is hereby, further amended 
by striking out the provisions thereof down 
to and inclusive of the expression “Provided 
further.” 

Sec, 4. That the first sentence of section 8 
of the Pay Readjustment Act of June 10, 
1922, be, and is hereby, amended to read as 
follows: 

“That commencing July 1, 1939, the annual 
base pay of a brigadier general of the Army 
and of the Marine Corps, rear Admiral (lower 
half) of the Navy, and Commodore of the 
Navy shall be $7,500; and the annual base 
pay of a major general of the Army and of 
the Marine Corps, and of a rear admiral (up- 
per half) of the Navy, and Surgeon General 
of the Public Health Service shall be $9,000, 
Every such officer on the active list, or on 
active duty, shall be entitled to the same 
money allowance for subsistence as is au- 
thorized in section 5 of this Act for officers 
receiving the pay of the sixth period and to 
the same money allowance for rental of 
quarters as is authorized in section 6 of this 
act for officers receiving the pay of the sixth 
period.” 

See. 5. That section 9 of the Pay Readjust- 
ment Act of June 10, 1922, be, and is hereby, 
amended to read as follows: 

“Sec. 0. That commencing July 1, 1939, the 
monthly base pay of warrant officers of the 
Army and enlisted men of the Army and 
Marine Corps shall be as follows: Warrant 
officers of the Army, $148; warrant officers, 
Army Mine Planter Service, master, $190; 
first mate, $160; second mate, $148; engineer, 
$180; assistant engineer, $148; enlisted men 
of the first grade, $126; enlisted men of the 
second grade, $84; enlisted men of the third 
grade, $72; enlisted men of the fourth grade, 
860; enlisted men of the fifth grade, $54; en- 
listed men of the sixth grade, $36; enlisted 
men of the seventh grade, $30, except that 
the monthly base pay of enlisted men with 
less than fourth months’ service during their 
first enlistment and of enlisted men of the 
seventh grade who have demonstrated their 
inefficiency or other unfitness under regula- 
tions to be preseribed by the Secretary of War 
and the Secretary of the Navy for the Army 
and for the Marine Corps, respectively, shall 
be $21; and the pay for specialists’ ratings 
shall be as follows: First class, $30; second 
class, $25; third class, $20; fourth class, $15; 
fifth class, $6; sixth class, $3. Commencing 
July, 1939, warrant officers of the Army, in- 
cluding warrant officers of the Army Mine 
Planter Service, and enlisted men of the Army 
and Marine Corps, shall receive, as a perma- 
nent addition to their pay, an increase of 10 
per centum of their base pay and pay for 
specialists’ ratings upon completion of the 
first four years of service, and an additional 
increase of 5 per centum for each four years’ 
service thereafter, the total of such increase 
not to exceed 40 per centum: Provided, That 
in determining length of service for longevity 
pay they shall be credited with and entitled 
te count service in any of the Services men- 
tioned in the titled of this Act. On and after 
July 1, 1939, an enlistment allowance equal to 
$50, multiplied by the number of years served 
in the enlistment period from which he has 
last been discharged, shall be paid to every 
honorably discharged enlisted man of the first 
three grades who reenlists within a period 
of three months from the date of his dis 





charge, and an enlistment allowance of $25, 
multiplied by the number of years served in 
the enlistment period from which he has last 
been discharged, shall be paid to every hon- 
orably discharged enlisted man of the other 
grades who reenlists within a period of three 
months from the date of his discharge. Noth- 
ing contained herein shall operate to reduce 
the pay now being received by any transferred 
member of the Fleet Marine Corps Reserve. 
On and after July 1, 1939, retired enlisted of 
the Army and of the Marine Corps shall have 
their retired pay computed as now authorized 
by law on the basis of pay, including pay for 
specialists’ ratings, provided for enlisted men 
of the same or corresponding grades and 
specialists’ ratings on active duty: Provided, 
That nothing contained herein shall operate 
to reduce the pay now being received by any 
retired enlisted man of the Army or the 
Marine Corps.” 


Sec. 6. That the first sentence of the first 
paragraph of section 10 of the Pay Readjust- 
ment Act of June 10, 1922, as amended (45 
Stat. 1187), be, and is hereby, amended to 
read as follows: 


“See, 10. That commencing July 1, 1939, 
the monthly base pay of warrant officers of 
the Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard, 
shall be as follows: During the first six years 
of service, $153; during the second six years 
of service, $168; from the beginning of the 
thirteenth year of service until the completion 
of the sixteenth year of service, $189; from the 
beginning of the seventeenth year of service 
until the completion of the twentieth year of 
service, $196.50; from the beginning of the 
twenty-first year of service until the comple- 
tion of the twenty-fourth year of service, $204; 
from the beginning of the twenty-fifth year of 
service until the completion of the twenty- 
eighth year of service, $211.50; from the be-

That the second paragraph of section 10 
of the said Act of June 10, 1922, be, and is 
hereby, amended by striking out the number 
“25 in the thirteenth line of the paragraph 
and inserting In lieu thereof the number “40.” 

That the third paragraph of section 10 of 
the said Act of June 10, 1922, be, and is here- 
by, amended by striking out the last sentence 
thereof and inserting substitution therefore 
the following: 

“Commencing July 1, 1939, retired enlisted 
men of the Navy and the Coast Guard shall 
have their retired pay computed as now au- 
thorized by law on the basis of pay pro- 
vided for enlisted men of the same or corre- 
sponding grades on active duty: Provided, 
That nothing contained herein shall operate 
to reduce the pay now being received by any 
retired enlisted man of the Navy or of the 
Coast Guard.” 


Sec, 7. That section 11 of the Pay Readjust- 
ment Act of June 10, 1922, be, and is hereby, 
amended by striking out in the first and 
second lines of the section the expression “of 
the Army, including those of the Army Mine 
Planter Service,” and inserting after the 
period in the seventh line of the section the 
following: 


“Warrant officers of the Army, including 
those of the Army Mine Planter Service, shall 
be entitled at all times to the same money 
allowance for subsistence as is authorized in 
section 5 of this Act for officers receiving the 
pay of the second period, and to the same 
money allowance for rental of quarters as is 
authorized in section 6 of this Act for officers 
recelving the pay of the second period.”

Retirement of Specialists 
A Bill to include specialist pay in com- 


puting retired pay (Army and Marine Corps). 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of Amer- 
ica in Congress assembled, That the Act en- 
titled, “An Act providing for the retirement 
of noncommissioned officers, petty officers, and 
enlisted men of the Army, Navy, and Marine 
Corps of the United States,” approved March 
2, 1007 (34 Stat. 1217), be, and is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“Commencing July 1, 1939, when an enlisted 
man shall have served thirty years in the 
Army, Navy, or Marine Corps, or in all, he 
shall, upon making application to the Presi- 
dent, be placed upon the retired list, with 
seventy-five percentum of the pay, ineluding 
pay for specialist's rating as provided by law, 
and allowances he may then be in receipt of, 
and that said allowances shall be as follows: 
Nine dollars and fifty cents per month in lieu 
of rations and clothing and six dollars and 
twenty-five cents per month in lieu of 
quarters, fuel, and light: Provided, That in 
computing the necessary thirty years’ time 
all service in the Army, Navy, and Marine 
Corps shall be credited.” 

Grades and Ratings 

A Bill to authorize the Secretary of War 
to prescribe the number of grades and ratings 
of enlisted men of the Army. 

Ke it enacted by the Senate and the House 
of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, that Section 
4b of the National Defense Act, as amended, 
be, and is hereby amended to read as fol- 
lows: “See, 4b. Enlisted Men,—Commencing 
July 1, 1989, the grades and ratings of en 
listed men shall be such as the Secretary of 
War may from time to time direct, with 
monthly base pay in each grade and pay for 
each rating as prescribed by law. The num- 
bers in grades and/or ratings of enlisted men 
shall be such as are aufhorized from time to 
time by the Secretary of War: Provided, That 
nothing in this section shall operate to re- 
duce the pay which any enlisted man is now 
receiving, during his current enlistment and 
while he holds his present grade and rating, 
nor to change the present rate of pay of any 
enlisted man now on the retired list, nor to 
change existing provisions of law relating to 
ilving cadets: Provided further, That the 
transportation privileges authorized by sec- 
tion 12 of the Act of Congress approved May 
18, 1920, shall apply only to enlisted men of 
the first three grades: Provided further: That 
nothing herein shall be construed to authorize 
uny increase in the number of the enlisted 
personnel of the Regular Army. 

Transportation Allowances 

A Bill to provide for transportation allow- 
ances for dependants and household goods of 
enlisted men of the first three grades as now 
authorized for the Army and Marine Corps. 











Be it enacted by the Senate and the House 
of Representatives of the United States of | 
America in Congress assembled, That section 


12 of the Act entitled, “An act to increase the 
efficiency of the commissioned and enlisted 
personnel of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, 
Coast Guard, Coast and Geodetic Survey, and 
Public Health Service,” approved May 18, 
1920 (41 Stat. 604), be, and is hereby, amended 
to read as follows: 

“Sec. 12. That hereafter when any commis 
sioned officer, warrant officer, or enlisted man 
of the first, second, or third grade, of any 
of the services mentioned in the title of this 


Act, having a wife or dependent child or 
children, is ordered to make a permanent 
change of station, the United States shall 


furnish transportation in kind from funds ap- 
propriated for the transportation of the 
Army, the Navy, the Marine Corps, the Coast 
Guard, the Coast and Geodetic Survey, and 
the Public Health Service to his new station 
for the wife and dependent child or children: 
Provided that for persons in the Naval ser- 
vice the term ‘permanent station,’ as used in 
this section, shall be interpreted to mean a 
shore station or the home yard of the vessel 
to which the person concerned may be ord- 
ered; and a duly authorized change in home 
yard or home port of such vessel shall be 
deemed a change of station: Provided further, 
That if the cost of such transportation ex- 
ceeds that for transportation from the old to 
the new station the excess cost shall be paid 
to the United States by the officer concerned: 
Provided further, That transportation sup- 
plied the wife or dependent child or children 
of such officer, to or from stations beyond 
the continental limits of the United States, 
shall not be other than by government trans 
port, if such transportation is available: And 
provided further, That the personnel of the 
Navy and Coast Guard, including commis 
sioned officers, warrant officers, and enlisted 
men of the first, second, or third grade, shall 
have the benefit of all existing laws applying 
to the Army and Marine Corps for the trans 
portation of household effects.” 


Ketired Pay of Nurses 
A Bill to increase the retired pay of nurses 
who have served three years or more as super 
intendents, assistant superintendent, director, 
assistant director and chief nurse. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and the House 
of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That section 
2 of the act entitled, “An Act to provide re- 
tirement for the Nurse Corps of the Army 
and Navy,” approved May 13, 1926 (44 Stat. 
531), be, and is hereby amended by substi 
tuting a colon for the period at the end of 
said section and inserting thereafter the fol 
lowing additional proviso: “Provided fur 
ther, That commencing July 1, 1939, the 
annual pay of a retired member of the Army 
Nurse Corps or the Navy Nurse Corps who 
at the time of retirement had or shall have 
served in the grade of superintendent, as 
sistant superintendent, director, assistant di 
rector, or chief nurse, for a period of three 
years or more next preceeding such date of 
retirement, shall be three percentum of the 
total annual active-service pay, including the 
money allowance prescribed as part of her 
compensation by Section 13 of the Act of 
June 10, 1922 (42 Stat. 631), which she is re 
ceiving at the time of her retirement, multi 
plied by the number of complete years of 
service rendered prior to retirement, but not 
exceeding 75 percentum of such total annual 
active-service pay as defined herein.” 

Public Health Service Nurses 

A Bill to provide for the pay of female 

of the Public Health Service, and for 


nurses 
other purposes, 

Be it enacted in the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 


America in Congress assembled, That here- 
after the Superintendent, Assistant Superin- 
tendents, Directors, Assistant Directors, Chief 
Nurses, and Nurses of the Public Health Ser 
vice shall be known as the Public Health Ser 
vice Nurse Corps. 

See. 2. Comniencing July 1, 1939, appoint 
ment in the Public Health Service Nurse 
Corps shall be by the Surgeon General of the 
Public Health Service with approval of the 
Secretary of the Treasury and without regard 
to the laws pertaining to the civil service. 

Sec. 3. Commencing July 1, 1939, female 
nurses of the Public Health Service Nurse 
Corps shall receive the same pay and allow 
unces, leave of absence privileges, retirement 
privileges, and retired pay as are now or may 
hereafter be authorized for nurses in the cor- 
responding grades in the Army Nurse Corps. 

Sec. 4. The Surgeon General of the Publie 
Ilealth Service with the approval of the See- 
retary of the Treasury shall promulgate regu- 
lations giving effect to this Act. 

Sec. 5. That all previous service as a nurse 
in the Army, Navy, or Public Health Service, 
shall be credited for purposes of pay, promo 
tion, and retirement. 

Sec. 6. That nothing contained in this Act 
shall operate to reduce the pay of any nurse 
now on duty to which she is entitled by rea 
son of grade and length of service, on July 
1, 1939. 
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Pay Board Reports 
(Continued from First Page) 


It was reported unofficially that of the 
cost of the first priority recommendations, 
only ten per cent went for commissioned 
oflicer increases, with the remainder for 
enlisted men, warrant officers and nurses. 
Official estimates as to cost, however, 
were withheld, pending the receipt of fig- 
ures from the Navy Department. It is 
this data that is delaying publication of 
the complete report. 

Increases Itemized 

Under the terms of the six proposed 
bills in the first priority, to be introduced 
in the Senate probably on Monday, the 
following increases in pay, allowances and 
other monetary benefits would ensue: 

(1) The base pay of second lieutenants 
and ensigns increased from $1500 to $1800 
a year. 

(2) The base pay of major generals, 
rear admirals (upper half), and the Sur- 
geon General of the Public Health Ser- 
vice, increased from $8,000 to $9,000. With 
the removal of the limitation on total pay 
and allowances, now $9,700, the total com- 
pensation drawn by an officer of this rank 
with dependents and not occupying public 
quarters would be $10,872. 

(3) The base pay of brigadier generals 
and rear admirals (lower half) increased 
from $6,000 to $7,500. With the removal 
of the limitation on the total pay and 
allowances of oflicers of this rank, effected 
by the bill, the total compensation drawn 
by an oflicer with dependents and not 
occupying public quarters would be in- 
creased from $7,500 to $9,372. 

(4) The provision of Section 7 of the 
1922 Pay Act which limits the total pay 
of an officer below the rank of brigadier 
general or captain in the Navy to $7,200 
when the total of pay and allowances pro- 
vided for his rank and length of service 
would otherwise exceed that figure, is re- 
pealed by a section of the principal bill. 
This will permit colonels (captains) of 26 
years’ service to receive a maximum of 

7,697 if they have dependents and do not 
occupy Government quarters; colonels 
(captains) of 27 years’ service would re- 
ceive a maximum of $7,897 and officers 
of those ranks with 30 years’ service a 
maximum of $8,097; lieutenant colonels 
(commanders) and majors (lieutenant 
commanders) of long service would also 
he benefitted by this provision—as well as 
the following one. 

(5) The provision in Section 10 of the 
1922 Pay Act, limiting the base pay plus 
longevity pay of officers below the rank 
of colonel of the Army and captain in 
the Navy to $5,750 per year is repealed. 
This will permit lieutenant colonels and 
commanders with 30 years’ service to 
draw a maximum of $7,872, about $672 
more a year than at present. 

(6) Section 2 of the principal bill would 
place the final decision as to dependency 
in connection with allowances in the 
heads of the various departments, a step 
which would probably obviate the numer 
ous suits for allowances for dependent 
mothers now filed in the Court of Claims. 

(7) Warrant officers of the Army in- 
clnding the AMI’S and enlisted men of 
all services would be allowed longevity 
pay on a more liberal and standardized 
basis under the bill. Instead of 5% for 
évery four years up to a maximum of 
25% now in effect in the Army and 100% 
for the first four years with 5% every 
four years thereafter up to a maximum 
of 25%, as now provided in the Navy, the 
following would be established: 10% for 
the first four years, and 5% for each sue 
ceeding four years, up to a maximum of 
40% of the base pay. 

(8) The base pay of Army warrant offi 
cers other than Army Mine Planter Ser- 
Vice remains unchanged. (See increase in 
Mlowances in (11) below.) In the latter 
Service the rates are increased as follows: 
Master, increased from $185 to S190 a 
month; first mate, $141 upped to $160: 
second mate, $109 to $148: engineer, S175 
fo S180; assistant engineer, $120 to $148. 

()) Increases in the pay of warrant 
Officers of the Navy, Marine Corps and 
Coast Guard of long service are provided. 
At present they are increased to $189 a 
month after 12 years’ service and receive 
nO further increase. The bill would in 
frease their pay to $196.50 after 16 years’ 
Service, to $204 after 20 years’ service, 





to $211.50 after 24 years’ service, and to 
$219 after 28 years’ service. This feature 
is of particular importance to the Coast 
Guard. 

(10) The pay scale of enlisted men in 
the Army and Marine Corps would be 
made approximately equal to that in the 
Navy. This leaves the pay of the first 
three grades unchanged but increases that 
of the fourth grade from $54 to $60 a 
month; that of the fifth grade from $42 to 
$54 a month; that of the sixth grade from 
$30 to $36 a month: and that of the 
seventh grade from $21 to $30. There is 
a further provision that recruits with 
less than 4 months’ service shall receive 
but $21 a month and that men “who have 
demonstrated their inefficiency or other 
unfitness under regulations to be pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of War and the 
Secretary of the Navy for the Army and 
for the Marine Corps, respectively” shall 
likewise receive but $21. 

(11) The rates of pay for specialists 
in the Army and Marine Corps are un- 
changed but one of the six bills permits 
such pay to be counted in computing re- 
tired pay. Men upon retirement would 
receive 75 per cent of their base pay, 
longevity and specialists’ pay. 

(12) Rental and subsistence allowances 
of Army warrant oflicers are increased. 
The present law gives warrant oflicers of 
all services, the rental and subsistence 
allowances of commissioned oflicers of the 
first pay grade, or $40 a month rental and 
$18 a month subsistence. Army warrant 
officers of all classes with dependents 
would receive the allowances prescribed 
for the second pay grade, which is $60 a 
month rental and $36 a month subsistence 
(for officers with dependents). 

(183) Enlisted men of the first three 
grades who have dependents and for 
whom no suitable public quarters are 
available shall receive a quarter’s allow- 
anee of not less than $35 a month by an- 
other provision. 

(14) The armory drill pay and pay for 
participating in exercises of enlisted men 
of the sixth pay grade in the National 
Guard would be increased from $1.15 to 
$1.20 a day. This is recommended by the 
National Guard to conform to the increase 
in the pay of the sixth grade. 

(15) General officers and flag oflicers 
on the retired list when ordered to active 
duty would receive full active duty pay 
under an amendment to Section 17 of 
the 1922 Act. That section now permits 
only officers below those ranks to re 
ceive full active duty pay and allowances, 
The section is rephrased so as to provide 
that oflicers ordered to active duty shall 
receive the pay of the rank upon which 
their retired pay is computed rather than 
the active duty pay of their rank. 

(16) Enlisted men of the first three pay 
grades in the Navy and Coast Guard 
would be entitled to transportation of 
their dependents and household effects 
upon change of station as is now allowed 
in the Army and Marine Corps. Only the 
first two grades in the Navy and no Coast 
Guard men now are accorded this right. 

(17) The Secretary of War, under one 
of the six bills, would be given authority 
to prescribe the number of grades and 
ratings of enlisted men of the Army as is 
now the case in the Navy and Marine 
Corps. This is to pave the way for a 
larger number of master, technical, first, 
and staff sergeants, and additional spe- 
cialists, required in the modern Army. 
At present the President fixes the num 
hers, which means the Bureau of the 
Budget. 

(18) The female nurses of the Public 
Health Service are placed in the same 
status as nurses of the Army and Navy. 

(19) The pay rates of nurses of the 
Army, Navy, and Public Health Service 
are substantially increased. The present

Twenty Year Bill 
Late this week, Representative James 

A. O'Leary, of New York and Senator 
Robert R. Reynolds, of North Carolina, 
introduced companion bills in the House 
and Senate providing a twenty-year re- 
tirement law for the Coast Guard. The 
measure introduced in both houses has 
been approved by the Coast Guard Head- 
quarters, it is said, and is identical with 
the bill which was drawn up by the 
Coast Guard Headquarters with the ex- 
ception that the one introduced by the 
legislators this week provides that the 
bill be immediately effective. In intro 
ducing the measure, Senator Reynolds 
made an address to the Senate on the 
good work of the Coast Guard and de- 
scribed the bill as being of great impor- 
tance to the service. 

Coast Guard Operations 

The patrol boat Faunce has taken up 
her new permanent station at Woods 
Ilole, Mass., and the patrol boat Colfax, 
whose operations schedule’ originally 
called for her to take station at Two 
Rivers, Wis., has assumed temporary duty 
with the Maritime Service at New York.

The tenor of the article was somewhat 
misleading in that it implies that special con- 
sideration shall be given athletes also that 
the Coast Guard Academy ts desirous of plac- 
ing football teams on the field which will 
compete with teams of the calibre of our lead- 
ing colleges, Neither of the foregoing is true. 

There is no intention of lowering either the 
standards of entrance at the Academy or the 
standards of the present curriculum, Appoint- 
ments to the Coast Guard Academy are given 
entirely on a competitive basis and a boy's 
athletic ability has no bearing on his chance 
of passing the mental examinations for an 
appointment. However, it is believed that 
there are outstanding boys scattered through- 
out the country who might be well qualified 
as cadet material but who are not sufficiently 
famUlar with the Coast Guard to be interested 
in applying for appointment. Bringing the 
attention of young men of promise to the 
Coast Guard as a career is not new and it is 
easy to understand that those officers in the 
Service who have taken an active part in 
athletics would be especially interested in 
boys, who in addition to the other qualifica- 
tions demanded of a cadet possess athletic 
ability. 

The Coast Guard Academy with its small 
enrollment has no ambition to compete with 
the large universities and colleges on the foot- 
ball fleld. The Academy has competed with 
top ranking teams in inter-collegiate boxing 
with continued success, and in basketball 
with varying success in spite of the small en- 
rollment of the school. ‘ 

Legislation 

The Treasury Department has _ pre- 
sented a bill to authorize Comdr. Henry 
Coyle, USCG, to accept the Marine Medal 
of Class 1 awarded him by the Greek Goy- 
ernment for his work in rescuing the 
crew of the Greek steamer Tzenny 
Chandris off Cape Hatteras on Noy.

Press, 
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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—Before a joint meeting of the Senate and House Military Affairs 
Committees, Ambassadors Kennedy and Bullitt appeared this week. At the moment 
that Prime Minister Chamberlain was in conference with the French Authorities en 
route to consult Mussolini at Rome in pursuance of his policy of appeasement, those 
two diplomats were painting a gloomy picture of the European situation, and express- 
ing the opinion that war this spring is “very probable.” They further stated that 
because of German preponderance in the air there was no other recourse for 
Chamberlain and Daladier last September than to make the Munich “peace,” and 
that Germans designs include the establishment of air bases in the West Indies and 
South America. While the President denied he had requested the Committee to hear 
the Ambassadors, the fact remains that he was anxious it should do so in order to 
buttress his recommendations for National Defense augmentation. Ambassador Ken- 
nedy supported his statement as to the German air strength by quoting the report of 
Colonel Charles A, Lindbergh. That report, Mr. Kennedy said, estimated the number 
of German planes available for instant service last September at 6,500 with a reserve 
of older planes numbering 3,000. This greatly surpassed the combined British and 
French. Air force. Mr, Kennedy seemed quite convinced that Germany intends to 
establish air bases in this hemisphere, but he did not know where. Mr. Bullitt 
appeared less positive about this point than his fellow Ambassador. However, he did 
say the German Navy is inferior to that of Great Britain or the United States, which 
caused members of the Committee to express skepticism as to the ability of the Reich 
to maintain air bases, even if they should succeed in establishing them. According 
to Messrs. Kennedy and Bullitt failure of Chamberlain and Daladier to comply with 
Hitler’s demands in September would have meant the bombing of London and Paris 
and terrible damage to those cities initially, and perhaps continued German command 
of the air,- which would have greatly impeded land and sea operations against the 
enemy Armies and Navy. It is agreed the two Ambassadors demonstrated that the 
British and French Governments are under the imperative necessity of increasing 
their air commands, which they are doing, but in view of the present range of planes 
and the fact that the American Fleet would seek out and destroy carriers, members 
of the Committee express comparatively little concern over the present German and 
Italian air menace to us. They realize that in a few years the range of bombers will 
increase, but they point out that any craft built to meet them today would then be 
obsolescent, if not obsolete, and they prefer to move slowly. Doubtless this fact was 
responsible for the more modest proposal for aircraft increase which the President 
recommended, than he at first considered. The Germans naturally fear the planes 
we will build will be available for the British and French Services in case of war. 
Congress will hesitate a long time before authorizing an increase for such a purpose. 
What it will give will be for strictly American defense, and for nothing else. Indeed, 
there is a strong sentiment in both Houses for restricting the power of the Executive 
in foreign affairs, but any action of this kind which might tie the hands of the 
President he is certain to veto. Of influence upon the attitude of Congress will be the 
results of the conference Chamberlain is holding with Mussolini. Irance has in- 
sistently stated she will yield no territory to Italy, and Chamberlain cannot make 
any pledges respecting Tunisia or other French possessions. But Il Duce is without 
compensation as yet for Germany’s expansion in Central Europe, and he will make 
every effort to get it. In so doing, he will have the unqualified support of Hitler. 
Involved in the Rome conversations are not only the French possessions on the 
Mediterranean and the Red Sea, but Italian participation in the control of the Suez 
Canal, the revolution in Spain, and Italian propaganda and other activities which 
are embarrassing to the British in their African and Asiatic possessions. Delicate 
and perilous even, as are the Rome conversations, it is confidently expected that 
out of them will come some kind of an agreement which will further postpone war. 














Fleet Problem—Late this week, as the United States Fleet prepared to transit the 
Panama Canal enroute to the Caribbean area, locale for the holding of Fleet Problem 
20, the First Brigade, Fleet Marine Force, stationed at Quantico, Va., entrained for 
the Naval Operating Base, Norfolk, from where they sailed today aboard the battle- 
ships Texas and New York and the Training ship Wyoming, for Puerto Rico. The 
Marine unit will engage in Fleet Landing Exercise No. 5, which has become an 
annual feature of east coast Marine training, in conjunction with the major Fleet 
Problem. Brig. Gen. R. P. Williams, USMC, is in command of the First Brigade, 
which consists of the Fifth Marines, one battalion of the Tenth Marines, the First 
Engineer Company and the First Tank Company. The unit also took with it elaborate 
landing equipment which has been developed in the past few years. It is under- 
stood that this equipment is designed to permit the landing of light field pieces and 
light tanks to support Marine contingents landed from the fleet. Aircraft One of 
the Fleet Marine Force is scheduled to leave Quantico shortly for Puerto Rico, via 
Miami and Port au Prince, Haiti. It consists of four squadrons of different types 
fighting, bombing, scouting and utility, in all 54 planes commanded by Col. Roy S. 
Geiger, USM©, It is expected that the Marine forces will return to Quantico about 
the middle of March. 

At Cristobal, C. Z., the base force of the United States Fleet passed through the 
Panama Canal, and it is anticipated that the fighting vessels of the fleet will pass 
through the Canal within the next few days. A twenty-four-hour operating schedule 
went into effect at the Canal today, and a patrol force of 13 officers and 120 men are 
assigned to handle the personnel of the fleet given shore leave in the Canal Zone. 


Air Corps—The War Department has advised that $2,000.00 will be allotted for 
the movement of the Northwest Flood Light installation at Randolph Field to a 
location where they will not constitute a menace to taxiing aircraft and yet furnish 
adequate illumination for that portion of the landing area now illuminated by these 
lights. From other available funds, the ramp in front of Hangar “U” and the area 
now occupied by the night lighting installation at the northwest corner of the building 
area will be extended to provide a completely surfaced area, clear of obstacles, on 
which visiting aircraft may be maneuvered to and from this hangar. 

Specifications and blueprints furnished by the Materiel Division have been turned 
over to Capt. E. V. Dunstan, QMC, who will advertise for bids and prosecute the 
contract for the relocation of the night lighting installation following the award, 
which will be made by the Quartermaster General. 

Notice was received from the Works Progress Administration of the allocation 





of Federal funds to the amount of $6,575.00 for waterproofing, painting, glazing and 
performing incidental and appurtenant work on buildings at Randolph Field. The 
project requires the contribution of $1,560.00 by the sponsor for materials, trans- 
portation, etc. The principal item in the project calls for the painting of doors and 
steel sash on ten hangars, seven having been completed under a previous WPA 
project.

Specifications for Gold Lace—-In the interest of the individual officers who pur- 
chase gold lace for their uniforms, the Quartermaster Corps has drawn up and the 
Department approved a set of specifications for gold lace for Army uniforms. Two 
types are specified: Type I with gold wire, and Type II with gold thread. Grade A 
will be 2 per cent gold and 90 per cent silver, while Grade B will be 1 per ¢ent gold 
and 50 per cent silver. It is specified that the workmanship shall be of best quality 
in all respects. The lace shall be firmly woven (or braided for 44-inch width only), 
shall show no signs of tarnishing at time of delivery and shall be free from any 
defects affecting appearance or serviceability. 


Bureau of Supplies and Accounts—There were 567 officers in the Supply Corps on 
Jan. 1, with eight officers due for retirement. Rear Adm. David Potter and Comdr. 
R. W. Clark retired Jan. 1. Lt. Comdr, P. J. McCloskey will retire on Feb. 1 and 
Capt. G. C. Schafer and Lt. Comdr.

Bureau of Construction and Repair—A dinner in honor of Mr. James L. Bates, 
Head Engineer of the Bureau of Construction and Repair, Navy Department, was 
viven on Thursday, Jan. 12, by the civilian technical personnel of that Bureau. Mr. 
tates, who has been on duty with the Navy for 35 years, has accepted the position of 
Chief of the Technical Division of the U. S. Maritime Commission. He was born in 
Lima, New York, and was awarded a degree as mechanical engineer—naval archi- 
tecture—at Cornell University. He was appointed to the Navy Yard, New York, in 
1903, when the battleship Connecticut was being built. Three years later, he was 
transferred to the Navy Department and has worked on the basic design for naval 
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vessels constructed since that time. He is a member of the Society of Naval Archi- 
tects and Marine Engineers. 


Corps of Engineers—A valuable little booklet, “Stations of Engineer Units Regular 
Army, 1846-1937,” this week became available from the Office of the Chief of Engi- 
neers and the Government Printing Office. It is No. 70 of the occasional papers of the 
Engineer School. In January 1929 the Engineer School published a pamphlet entitled 
“Stations of Engineer Units, Regular Army, 1866-1921.” That pamphlet proved very 
useful as a ready reference in connection with inquiries regarding the stations of 
Regular Army Engineer units of definite periods during former years. After several 
years use, however, the pamphlet was found to contain numerous discrepancies and, 
because of its historical value and the need for such data, it was decided to undertake 
a revision of the pamphlet. 

Soon after research work was undertaken, it was discovered that with little addi- 
tional effort the stations of Regular Army Engineer units could be established from 
original sources back as far as 1846, the earliest date from which continuity of or- 
ganization of any present-day unit could be established and the earliest date at which 
units of strictly engineer soldiers could be identified. As a result, the data contained 
herein pertaining to all active Regular Army Engineer units and covering the period 
from June 1846 to December 31, 1937, have been made available. 

Original documents only have been used as source material; unit, station, and 
expedition returns, muster rolls, general and special orders, rosters, and ship mani- 
fests were checked and used in the new compilation. This document accounts for 
practically every day of service of all active Regular Army Engineer units existing 
between June 1846 and December 1937, except for the periods during which those 
units participated in the Punitive Expedition into Mexico and the American Expedi- 
tionary Forces in France. 

The units participating in the Punitive Expedition of 1916 are so indicated for 
the period of departure from, and reentry into, the United States, however, and those 
which served with the American Expeditionary Forces in France are so indicated 
from the time of debarkation in France to the time of embarkation for return to the 
United States. These exceptions have been made due to the innumerable movements 
of the various components of the units under the stress of active campaign. 

Capt. Miles Reber has reported in the office of the Chief of Engineers and been 
assigned to duty in the River and Harbor Section. Captain Reber came from Louis- 
ville, Ky., where he was assistant to the District Engineer. 


Navy Medical Corps—Declaring that the Navy Medical Corps is now about 15% 
undermanned, Acting Secretary of the Navy Edison this week proposed legislation 
to correct the deficiency. Under a bill submitted to Congress, the temporary appoint- 
ment of one hundred young doctors would be authorized. They would be assigned to 
naval hospitals for their internship and at the end of 18 months would be examined 
for permanent commissions in the Navy. Under the present system, doctors who have 
completed their internships in civilian hospitals are given permanent appointments 
in Navy Medical Corps. 

“There now exists a shortage of more than 130 officers in the Medical Corps of 
the Navy,” the Secretary said, “It will require the appointment of not less than 75 
otlicers per year for the next 5 years to remedy the deficincy. The present system has 
tailed to provide a sufficient number of replacements to meet normal attrition losses. 

“Experience has indicated that appointments in the Medical Corps of the Navy 
should be for a probationary period, during which time the qualifications of appointees 
and their adaptability for the naval service may be determined. ... The Navy De- 
partment is of the opinion that under the plan outlined ... the Medical Corps of the 
Navy would be brought up to and maintained at the required strength, while at the 
same time a rigid system for the selection of permanent appointees would be in force.” 


Cavalry—Capt. Paul MacK. Martin, of the 9th Cavalry, who has been appointed 
captain of the Cavalry Rifle Team for the 1940 matches, has been in Washington 
conferring with Maj. Gen. John K. Herr, Chief of Cavalry. A plan has been worked 
out whereby the selecting of the team will be interwoven with the training program 
of all the cavalry organizations. Each regiment will conduct shoots this season, both 
small bore and service ammunition. There will also be inter-regimental shoots as 
well as intra-regiment. In the Spring championship, material with the service rifle 
and pistol will be sent to Camp Perry where selection of the final teams and their 
intensive training will be conducted. It is expected that between 60 and 70 men will 
be sent to Perry from which the final teams of 10 shooters and two alternates for the 
rifle, and five shooters for the pistol team, will be selected. 

Lt. Col. Harold M. Rayner, of the 12th Cavalry, Ft. Brown, Tex., has reported in 
Washington for duty with the War Department General Staff. Colonel Rayner has 
been assigned to duty in G-2, taking over the Western European desk. Colonel 
Rayner is a graduate of the Ecole d’Application de Cavalerie and the Ecole Superieure 
de Guerre. 

From the 6th Cavalry at Ft. Oglethorpe, Ga., two visitors came to the office of 
the Chief of Cavalry this week—Maj. Hans E. Kloepfer and Capt. Hugh F. T. Hoffman. 


Coast Artillery Corps—-T'wo of the small radio controlled robot airplanes were 
delivered recently and both have been damaged in tests. One underwent considerable 
experimental work at March Field, Calif., and the other at Dayton. Four more are 
on order and due to be delivered shortly. These small planes are an outgrowth of the 
toy motor-plane industry. They have a wing spread of only twelve feet and the 
fuselage is only eight feet long. While valuable for tracking and similar training 
they can hardly be used as targets for the 3-inch antiaircraft guns because at ranges 
far enough away to give good training they would be virtually invisible. It is hoped, 
however, out of this small order to develop a type which can be issued to posts where 
it is difficult to get man-operated aircraft and thus afford regular training in tracking. 
It is planned, in addition, to acquire larger radio controlled planes for actual target 
practice for the big antiaircraft guns. The plane desired for this purpose would be 
of 20 to 30 foot wing span, have a speed of 150 miles an hour, and be capable of 
attaining an altitude of 10,000 feet. 

Maj. John T. Lewis, of the office of the Chief of Cavalry, has left by transport 
for the Panama Canal Department where he will look over the seacoast defense 
preparatory to gathering data for presentation to Congress when the estimates for 
{ppropriations are considered in the appropriations committee.

Infantry—Lt. Col. Lindsay McD. Silvester, formerly a member of the Infantry 
Board, has taken over the duties of chief of the tank section of the Infantry School, 
a position which was formerly held by Lt. Col. Eugene W. Fales. Colonel Fales is now 
on duty in the office of the Chief of Infantry in Washington, D. C, Colonel Silvester, 
who has been at Fort Benning a little over a year as a member of the Infantry Board, 
is now on his third tour of duty at the Infantry School. He served with the tanks at 
Fort George G. Meade, Md., before going there for his present tour. 


Colonel Fales, whose tour of duty at Fort Benning was his first, went to Benning 
in 1933 after a detail as a student at the French Tank School in Paris, France. He 
was a member of the Infantry Board before becoming chief of the tank section of 
the Infantry School. Upon reporting in Washington for duty in the Chief of Infan- 
try’s office, Colonel Fales was assigned to the Arms, Equipment, and Finance Section. 


Lt. Col. Albert 8. Kuegle, Inf., who recently was detailed in the Inspector Gen- 
eral’s Department, has reported in Washington for duty in the office of The Inspector 
General. Colonel Kuegle comes from New York where he was an instructor in the 
National Guard. 


Drop-Testing Parachutes—The Parachute Department at the Air Corps Primary 
Flying School, Randolph Field, Texas, is manned by a complement of twelve men 
operating from two separate establishments—one on the Primary and the other on 
the Basic Stage. The two departments have their separate erganizations and operate 
as distinct units coordinated by the Post Parachute Officer through Staff Sergeant 
Wilbur Lage, who exercises supervisory control over both departments. Each depart- 
ment is outfitted with identical equipment, floor space and drying facilities. A total 
of 615 parachutes is cared for at the present time, this requiring the daily repacking 
of approximately ten 'chutes and the monthly drop-testing of slightly over fifty. 


As a result of the past year’s increase in the number of flying personnel, both 
student and permanent, and a not commensurate increase in the number of para- 
chutes, the post is rather badly handicapped for parachute equipment at this date. 

Whereas formerly each Cadet was issued an individual parachute, it has become 
necessary to ration out ’chutes to each flight, which then operates a pool for the 
Cadets’ use. A certain amount of confusion is inevitable and considerable detail 
work and responsibility is given to the flight dispatchers in connection with the stor- 
ing of the ’chutes when not in use and with accounting for each each as issued and 
received from the students for each individual flight. 


The present system is working out with reasonable success, however, although 
resulting in greater wear and tear on equipment due to increased handling, strains 
arising from mis-fits, inadequate storage facilities in hangars and, incidentally, nearly 
triple the use per ’chute formerly encountered. 

Randolph Field has a total of 21 jumps in its history, but the rate has been 
falling off lately. In the year since September, 1937, there has been only one jump, 
and that arose from a misunderstanding between pilot and passenger. It seems the 
enlisted passenger, with little flying experience, heard the pilot of the B-10 call the 
control tower on the radio, and being somewhat lonely and apprehensive out in the 
front gunner’s cockpit, decided not to take any chance with an airplane out of con- 
trol (the only word he heard) and forthwith made his exit from about 2,000 feet.

A number of Army, Navy and civilian 
experts addressed the members of the 
Society of Automotive Engineers meeting 
at Detroit this week, and told the as- 
semblage of the need for research and 
standardization of equipment in the re- 
armament program. Maj. Gen. Henry H. 
Arnold, Chief of the Army Air Corps, de- 
clared that pursuit planes capable of 
speeds of between 400 and 500 miles per 
hour were now demanded and that the 
United States is falling behind in air- 
craft engine development. General Arnold 
pointed out the tremendous amounts of 
money spent by foreign governments in 
research and said that the United States 
should greatly expand its research facili- 
ties. 

Capt. John Towers, USN, assistant 
chief of the Navy Bureau of Aeronautics, 
traced the close cooperation between the 
military and commercial aircraft indus-

Rear Adm. Walter S. Crosley, USN-Ret., 
died at Johns Hopkins Hospital in Bal- 
timore late Friday, January 6. 

Admiral Crosley was born at East Jaffrey, 
N. H., on October 30, 1871. He was appointed 
to the Naval Academy in 1889, and assigned 
to the USS Bancroft after his graduation in 
1893, and was later transferred to the Detroit, 
which was immediately ordered to Rio de 
Janeiro, Brazil, during the naval revolt 
against the Brazilian Government. In Octo 
ber of 1894, he went to China with the Charles 
ton, and from there to Chemulpo, Korea, 
where the Chino-Japanese war had begun 

Commissioned an Ensign in July, 1805, he 
served on various ships until October of 1897, 
when he reported to the Naval Academy as 
instructor in Physics and Chemistry, return 
ing there after service in the Spanish-Amer- 
ican War. He was commissioned a Lieuten 
ant in 1899. . 

Admiral Crosley saw service against the In 
surgents in the Philippines and was wounded 
in a battle at Novaleta, Cavite, in 1899. Upon 
the organization of the Navy's General Board 
in 1902, he was ordered to duty as a member. 

Admiral Crosley prepared standard speci 
fications for light lenses in use on Naval ves 
after making a special study of glass 
manufacture at Corning, N. Y. He was present 
during the Russian Revolution, having been 
ordered to Petrograd in 1917. In 1919, he re 
ceived a permanent commission of Captain, 
and later was ordered to Madrid as naval 
attache. In 1921, he was ordered to temporary 
duty as Assistant to the Commandant of the 
6th Naval District, and thence to Command 
of the 7th Naval District 

In July of 1925, Admiral Crosley reported 
to the Navy Department as Chief Hydrog 
rapher, and presided over the International 
Hydrographic Conference at Monaco in 1926 
Ile was commissioned Rear Admiral in Feb 
ruary of 1927, and took command of Train 
Squadron One of the Fleet Force on 
August 1, 1927. He again presided over the 
International Hydrographic Conference at 
Monaco in March of 1929. 

Admiral Crosley commanded the 15th Naval 
District from 1934 to 1936, and then served 
on the General Board until his retirement. He 
was a member of the Sons of the American 
Revolution, the Military Order of the Carabao

Army air program in order to “correct 
the present lag in aircraft production due 
to idle plants.” He asked specifically, also, 
that five of the 27 millions asked for 
strengthening the Panama garrison be 
made immediately available. Funds for 
the educational orders and for the civilian 
pilot training program likely will be 
sought at this time. 

It is noteworthy that in the message 
President Roosevelt made no mention of 
his “continental solidarity” policy and 
the stiffening of the Monroe Doctrine 
which he announced some time ago and 
which the Lima conference was said to 
have put into effect. Indeed, instead of 
asking funds to defend both of the Ameri- 
cas, President Roosevelt specifically 
stated that his recommendations for air- 
craft would “considerably strengthen the 
air defenses of the continental United 
States, Alaska, Hawaii, Puerto Rico, and 
the Canal Zone.” 

His reasons for putting forward the 
new needs for the Army and Navy, how- 
ever, were based on his statement that 
it has become necessary “to restudy pres- 
ent defense against the possibilities of 
present offense against us,” which could 
be interpreted to include attack from 
southern bases, 


Legislation Required 

For much of the new program addi- 
tional authorization will be required and 
it is expected that the Departments will 
shortly submit proposals to Congress. The 
latest authorization for the Army’s air 
strength was the 2,320 following the 
Baker Board’s recommendations which 
are now, according to the President, 
“completely out of date.” In view of the 
President’s recommendations for a mini- 
mum increase of 3,000 planes, it is prob- 
able that the new authorization will be 
about 6,000. Representative May, chair- 
man of the House Military Affairs com- 
mittee, has announced that he will shortly 
Introduce a bill for this total. He also 
stated that he will call Secretary Wood- 
ring and General Craig to testify in secret 
session as to the specific needs of the 
Army. 

While the President stated that the 300 
millions would be for approximately 8,000 
airplanes there is a disposition to believe 
that the average price thus shown—+4$100,- 
000 each—is quite high and that part of 
the money must be intended for addi- 
tional personnel and air bases. The aver- 
age price of all types of planes purchased 
in recent years, including bombers, pur- 
suit, attack, basic trainers and primary 
trainers, etc., has been between $60,000 
and $70,000, Purchasing in large quanti- 
ties this average doubtless would be 
lower. 

In personnel to fly, service and main- 
tain aircraft, it has been estimated that 
about 10-1/10 enlisted men and two to 
three officers are required for each plane. 
It has been contended, however, that 
with a greater number at each field this 
figure could be considerably reduced. 
Thus while 33,000 additional enlisted men 
would be needed if the present average 
were to be maintained, it is more than 
likely that the figure to be asked will be 
nearer 25,000 or 26,000. For regular offi- 
cers, too, the average will be considerably 
reduced, it being most likely that between 
8,000 and 3,500 will be sought, augmented 
by additional reserve pilots being placed 
on active duty. 

The critical items of equipment, for 
which 110 millions are recommended, will 
be for equipment for the Regular Army 
and National Guard components of the 
Initial Protective Force. It will be virtu- 
ally all ordnance, such as semi-automatic 
rifles, tanks, combat cars, antiaircraft 
guns and directors, and will doubtless in- 
clude gas masks. 

With this equipment on hand for im- 
mediate use by the Initial Protective 
Force, and a substantial program of edu- 
cational orders preparing industry to 
take over war production speedily, the 
nation will be in a much better position 
than ever before to face the problems of 
weapons for an emergency. Representa- 
tive Smith, of Connecticut, author of the 
original educational orders act, already 
is initiating action to increase the authori- 
zation to $35,000,000. 





The eight millions for seacoast defenses 
will be for expenditure, under the Coast 
Artillery Corps, by the Ordnance Depart- 
ment and the Corps of Engineers. It will 
afford more modern protection for Pana- 
ma, Hawaii and the continental United 
States. 

The recommendation of 27 millions for 
strengthening the garrison and for new 
housing for the Canal Zone is the only 
one in which the President specifically 
mentions additional personnel. While he 
uses no figures, it is most probable that 
less than 200 additional officers and less 
than 7,000 additional enlisted men will be 
sought when the detailed figures are sub- 
mitted to Congress. It is the intention to 
secure five millions immediately to start 
the new housing construction in the Canal 
Zone and at the same time begin the 
training in the United States of coast 
artillery and antiaircraft units to send to 
the Zone when the housing is ready for 
them. 

The 44 millions for Naval bases prob- 
ably will be used entirely for the air 
bases under the report of the Hepburn 
board. Most of the land for these bases 
is available to the Navy, it was stated, 
so that the bulk of the appropriations 
sought can be put to work immediately 
on clearing and construction. 

Of the money for navy planes, it is 
understood that $2,000,000 will be used 
for necessary installations in the Navy’s 
aircraft factory at Philadelphia. The 
balance, most likely, will go toward the 
purchase of additional patrol planes for 
the bases to be built. 

The funds for the civilian pilot training 
program will go to the Civilian Aeronau- 
tics Authority to carry forward next sea- 
son’s program of training college students, 
the general plan of which was announced 
recently. 

In the bills to be submitted to Congress 
by the Departments, the War Department 
probably will ask for authorization to re- 
turn to the National Defense Act strength 
in commissioned personnel—-18,000  offi- 
cers. For enlisted men, it is doubted if 
more than 200,000 will be sought. 

All the service committee chairmen in 
Congress are planning to get to work on 
the defense program. Representative 
May of the House Military Committee, 
hopes to start preliminary hearings next 
week. Representative Vinson, chairman 
of the House Naval Committee, says he 
will begin the hearings on the Navy’s base 
bill as soon as it reaches him. This bill 
is now in the hands of the Bureau of the 
Budget, but doubtless will be cleared 
shortly. Senator Sheppard, chairman of 
the Senate Military committee, charac- 
terized the President’s message as “fine” 
and stated that his committee will meet 
Tuesday, discuss the message, and de- 
cide what witnesses to call. 


Commending other features of the 
President’s special national defense mes- 
sage, Senator David I. Walsh, chairman 
of the Senate Naval Committee, declared 
that the air force expansion recommended 
will require “thorough examination and 
sober consideration.” 

The Committee head, who previously 
had urged that defense expansion be 
based solely on military needs and di- 
voreed from recovery or relief aims, said 
he was impressed with the message and 
was “particularly gratified” at the base 
development program recommended. He 
said: 

“[T am impressed with the importance 
of the President’s detailed recommenda- 
tions presented to the Congress today for 
strengthening and expanding the various 
elements of our national defense. The 
most striking feature is the very great 
expansion in our air forces which is 
proposed. It is something that will re- 
quire thorough examination and sober 
consideration. 

“I believe that a program of civilian 
training in aviation can be worked out 
on a sound basis and is a wise step. 

“The recommendation of the President 
for an immediate start in the strengthen- 
ing and expansion of our naval and air 
bases, in line with the report of the Naval 
Board on this subject received by the 
Congress last week, is particularly grati- 
fying for these bases are an indispensible 
adjunct of the larger navy and expanded 
air forces as now projected.” 





Text of National Defense 
Message 

The full text of President Roosevelt's 
message of January 12 on the subject of 
National Defense, follows: 

In my Annual Message to this Congress I 
have spoken at some length of the changing 
world conditions outside of the American 
Hemisphere which make it imperative that 
we take immediate steps for the protection of 
our liberties. 

It would be unwise for any of us to yield 
to any form of hysteria. Nevertheless, re 
gardiess of political affiliations, we can 
properly join in an appraisal of the world 
situation and agree on the immediate de- 
fense needs of the Nation, 

It is equally sensational and untrue to 
take the position that we must at once spend 
billions of additional money for building up 
our land, sea and air forces on the one hand, 
or to insist that no further additions are 
necessary on the other. 

What needs to be emphasized is the great 
change which has come over conflicts be- 
tween nations since the World War ended, 
and especially during the past five or six 
years. 

Those of us who took part in the conduct 
of the World War will remember that in 
the preparation of the American armies for 
actual participation in battle, the United 
States, entering the war on April 6, 1917, 
took no part whatsoever in any major en- 
gagement until the end of May, 1918. In 
other words, while other armies were con- 
ducting the actual fighting, the United 
States had more than a year of absolute 
peace at home without any threat of attack 
on this Continent, to train men, to produce 
raw materials, to process them into muni- 
tions and supplies and to forge the whole 
into fighting forces. It is even a matter of 
record that as late as the Autumn of 1918, 
American armies at the Front used almost 
exclusively French or British artillery and 
nireraft. 


Relatively Unprepared 


Calling attention to these facts does not 
remotely intimate that the Congress or the 
President have any thought of taking part 
in another war on European soil, but it does 
show that in 1917 we were not ready to con- 
duct large scale land or air operations, Rela- 
tively we are not much more ready to do so 
today than we were then—and we cannot 
guarantee a long period free from attack in 
which we could prepare. 

I have called attention to the fact that 
“We must have armed forces and defenses 
strong enough to ward off sudden attack 
against strategic positions and key facilities 
essential to ensure sustained resistance and 
ultimate victory.” And I have said “We must 
have the organization and location of those 
key facilities so that they may be immediate- 
ly utilized and rapidly expanded to meet all 
needs without danger of serious interruption 
by enemy attack.” 

I repeat that “there is new range and speed 
to offense.” 

Therefore, it has become necessary for 
every American to restudy present defense 
against the possibilities of present offense 
against us. 

Careful examination of the most impera- 
tive present needs leads me to recommend 
the appropriation at this session of the Con- 
gress, with as great speed as possible, of 
approximately $525,000,000, of which sum 
approximately $210,000,000 would be actually 
spent from the Treasury before the end of 
the fiseal year ending June 30, 1940. 


Army and Navy Allotments 


The survey indicates that of this sum ap- 
proximately $450,000,000 should be allocated 
for new needs of the Army, $65,000,000 for 
new needs of the Navy, and $10,000,000 for 
training of civilian air pilots. 

The several items will be submitted to the 
appropriate committees of the Congress by 
the Departments concerned, and I need, 
therefore, touch only on the major divisions 
of the total. , 

In the ease of the Army, information from 
other nations leads us to believe that there 
must be a complete revision of our estimates 
for aircraft. The Baker Board Report of a 
few years ago is completely out of date. 
No responsible officer advocates building our 
air forces up to the total either of planes on 
hand or of productive capacity equal to the 
forces of certain other nations. We are think- 
ing in the terms of necessary defenses and 
the conclusion is inevitable that our existing 
forces are so utterly inadequate that they 
must be immediately strengthened. 

It is proposed that $300,000,000 be appro- 
priated for the purchase of several types of 
airplanes for the Army. This should pro- 
vide a minimum increase of 3,000 planes, but 
it is hoped that orders placed on such a large 
scale will materially reduce the unit cost 
and actually provide many more planes. 


Military Aviation 
Military aviation is increasing today at an 
unprecedented and alarming rate. Increased 





range, increased speed, increased capacity of 
airplanes abroad have changed our require- 
ments for defensive aviation. The additional 
planes recommended will considerably 
strengthen the air defenses of the conti- 
nental United States, Alaska, Hawaii, Puerto 
Rico and the Canal Zone. If an appropria- 
tion bill can be quickly enacted, I suggest 
that $50,000,000 of the $300,000,000 for air- 
planes be made immediately available in 
order to correct the present lag in aircraft 
production due to idle plants. 

Of the balance of approximately $150,000,- 
000 requested for the Army, I suggest an ap- 
propriation of $110,000,000 to provide “critical 
items” of equipment which would be needed 
immediately in time of emergency, and which 
cannot be obtained from any source within 
the time and quantity desired—material such 
as anti-aircraft artillery, semi-automatic 
rifles, anti-tank guns, tanks, light and heavy 
artillery, ammunition and gas masks. Such 
purchases would go far to equip existing 
units of the regular Army and the National 
Guard. 

I suggest approximately $32,000,000 for 
“educational orders” for the Army—in other 
words, to enable industry to prepare for 
quantity production in an emergency, of 
those military items which are non-com- 
mercial in character and are so difficult of 
manufacture as to constitute what is known 
as “hottlenecks” in the problem of procure- 
ment. 

The balance should be used, I believe, for 
improving and strengthening the seacoast 
defenses of Panama, Hawaii and the conti- 
nental United States, including the construc- 
tion of a highway outside the limits of the 
anama Canal Zone, important to the de- 
fense of the Zone. 


Naval Bases and Planes 


The estimated appropriation of $65,000,000 
for the Navy should be divided into (a) 
$44,000,000 for the creation or strengthening 
of Navy bases in both oceans in general 
agreement with the report of the Special 
Board which has already been submitted to 
the Congress, (b) about $21,000,000 for addi- 
tional Navy airplanes and air material tests. 

Finally, national defense calls for the 
annual training of additional air pilots. This 
training should be primarily directed to the 
essential qualifications for civilian flying. In 
cooperation with educational institutions, it 
is believed that the expenditure of $10,000,000 
a year will give primary training to approxi- 
mately 20,000 citizens, 

In the above recommendations for ap- 
propriations totaling $525,000,000, I have 
omitted reference to a definite need, which, 
however, relates to the implementing of 
existing defenses for the Panama Canal. The 
security of the Canal is of the utmost im- 
portance. The peace garrison now there is 
inadequate to defend this vital link. This 
deficiency cannot be corrected with existing 
forces without seriously jeopardizing the 
general defense by stripping the _ conti- 
nental United States of harbor defenses and 
anti-aircraft personnel. The permanent 
garrison in the Canal Zone should be in 
creased to provide the minimum personnel 
required to man the anti-aircraft and sea- 
coast armament provided for the defense of 
the Canal. Such personnel cannot be in- 
creased until additional housing facilities are 
provided—and, in the meantime, additional 
personnel must be trained. I recommend, 
therefore, an appropriation of $27,000,000 to 
provide an adequate peace garrison for the 
Canal Zone and to house it adequately. $5,- 
000,000 of this sum should be made available 
immediately in order that work on necessary 
construction can be initiated. 


“Well Rounded Program" 


All of the above constitutes a well-rounded 
program, considered by me as Commander- 
in-Chief of the Army and Navy, and by my 
advisors to be a minimum program for the 
necessities of defense. Every American is 
aware of the peaceful intentions of the 
Government and of the people. Every Ameri- 
can knows that we have no thought of aggres- 
sion, no desire for further territory. 

Nevertheless, as the Executive head of the 
Government, I am compelled to look facts in 
the face. We have a splendid asset in the 
quality of our manhood. But without 
modern weapons, and without adequate 
training, the men, however splendid the type, 
would be hopelessly handicapped if we were 
attacked. 

The young men of this Nation should not 
be compelled to take the field with antiquated 
weapons. It would be economically unsound 
to provide in time of peace for all the modern 
equipment needed in a war emergency. But 
it would be nationally unsound not to pro- 
vide the critical items of equipment which 
might be needed for immediate use, and not 
to provide for facilities for mass production 
in the event of war. 

Devoid of all hysteria, this program is but 
the minimum of requirements. ; 

I trust, therefore, that the Congress will 
quickly act on this emergency program for 
the strengthening of the defense of the 
United States. 
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Raw Materials

None of our strategic commodities is 
worthy of more serious consideration 
than is rubber. We produce no rubber 
and we consume a tremendous amount of 
it. Our principal use of rubber is, of 
course, in automobile tires. It also serves 
a number of other important purposes, 
as for example, its use in medical and 
electrical equipment. Ninety-four per 
cent of all rubber now used comes from 
the East Indies. Great Britain controls 
approximately 65 per cent of production 
in the East, the Dutch 20 per cent, and 
the French, Belgians, and Japanese the 
remainder. We import and consume an- 
nually over one billion long tons, or about 
seventy per cent of the world’s consump- 
tion. Our stockage is equal to about six 
months’ consumption. There is no satis- 
factory substitute. Guayule rubber is 
being experimentally produced in Cali- 
fornia in small quantities. It may be 
substituted for imported rubber in some 
~ases and used with it in others. Under 
stress of war conditions a _ greater 
amount of reclaimed and reworked rub- 
ber would undoubtedly be used. It is 
estimated that 525,000 long tons can be 
made available. If we were unable to 
import any rubber a serious situation 
would result which could only be met by 
the most rigid restrictions on the less 
essential uses of rubber. 


Synthetic rubber has been produced re- 
cently by commercial firms. These sub- 
stances are produced entirely from ma- 
terials of which there is an abundance in 
continental United States. While the ex- 
perimental work is far from complete it 
has proceeded to such an extent as to 
lead to the hope that for many uses of 
rubber these new products may prove 
reasonably satisfactory substitutes in 
case of necessity. The producers are co- 
operating with the War Department in 
the experimental manufacture of several 
automobile tires, utilizing the new mate- 
rial. These tires are being given service 
and laboratory tests to determine their 
durability as compared with those made 
of rubber. It is not likely that synthetic 
products, even if proved to be entirely 
satisfactory for this purpose, will be sub- 
stituted for rubber in time of peace as 
the cost of manufacture is several times 
the cost of crude rubber, but their avail- 
ability in time of war presents interesting 
possibilities and may be a solution to a 
very difficult problem. 

The use of nitrates in warfare is highly 
essential. Nitrate is a component of gun- 
powder and other explosives. It is also 
used extensively as a fertilizer, in the 
chemical industry, and for refrigeration. 
Until the World War Chile had prac- 
tically a monopoly on the nitrate produc- 
tion of the world. However, through 
processes for production of synthetic 
nitrogen, and the recovery of nitrates as 
a by-product, particularly in Germany, 
Chile has been relegated to secondary 
position as a nitrate producer. The 
world’s production in 1929 was about two 
and one-quarter million tons, of which 
Germany produced nearly thirty-five per 
cent, Chile twenty-three per cent and the 
United States nearly fourteen per cent. 
Our annual consumption is nearly half 
& million tons. 

During the early months of a great war 
there would probably be an acute and 
Serious shortage of nitric acid which, if 
imports were cut off, could be met only 
by increasing our facilities for nitric acid 
Production. Studies indicate that local 
Plants would be able to produce quanti- 
ties sufficient for all our needs toward 
the end of the first year of a major war. 
Our total capacity, for nitrogen produc- 
tion achieved in 1932 a high of 517,000 
Short tons, an amount greater than our 
hational consumption. The problem re- 
maining is largely one of creating facili- 
ties for the production of nitric acid. 
Hence, nitrates are no longer included 
among our strategic raw materials, but 
— acid remains on our critical item 
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Leather is important in peace and war 
for the manufacture of shoes and all 
types of leather goods. It is particularly 
important in war because of the great 








quantities of shoes, harness and other 
leather equipment that will be required. 
Hence, serious consideration is given to 
a possible shortage of hides. 

The United States has more cattle than 
any other country in the Western Hemis- 
phere. In 1932 there were 62,400,000 cat- 
tle of all kinds, with 12,800,000 slaugh- 
tered. In spite of these large figures, 
about one-third of our cattle hides are 
imported and these are usually the heav- 
iest hides. About 50 per cent of our sheep 
and horse hides and practically all of our 
goat hides are imported. The countries 
outside the United States with an ex- 
portable surplus of hides are largely in 
the Western Hemisphere. The Argen- 
tine furnishes 11.6 per cent, Canada 5.5 
per cent and all others 14.3 per cent. 

Our consumption in 1929, a high year, 
was approximately 38,000,000 cattle 
hides, with a total of all types of about 
250,000,000. In normal times about 135,- 
000,000 hides are consumed in the United 
States but this number has dropped dur- 
ing the depression. Military require- 
ments in war will greatly increase our 
consumption. If our imports are cut off 
it will probably be necessary to conserve 
our leather supply by extensive substitu- 
tion of imitation leather for luggage, cot- 
ton webbing for belting, straps and har- 
ness, and other materials for soles and 
heels of shoes. In time of emergency the 
tanning industry, stimulated by higher 
prices and national necessity would 
doubtless produce large quantities of 
leather from domestic hides not now 
used, 


An important material for which we 
are dependent to a large extent on foreign 
sources is mica. Statistics on foreign 
production are difficult to get but it is 
estimated that fifty per cent of our mica 
comes from India, ten per cent from 
Canada and relatively small quantities 
from Africa. The United States produces 
twenty-six per cent of its requirements. 
Our annual consumption is about 3,200,- 
000 pounds, or approximately one-third 
of the world production. Since domestic 
production of ground, punch, and built- 
up mica is adequate for all purposes, our 
problem is in obtaining sheets larger than 
punch or splittings and in the expansion 
of existing facilities. The normal stocks 
in the United States of all classes of 
mica are nearly three and one-half mil- 
lion pounds. Mica is used for insulating 
material, for discs for telephones and 
radios and for electrical equipment. 
Much scrap mica is ground and used for 
tinsel and other Christmas decorations. 
Mica splittings can be stuck together and 
molded in almost any shape. India has 
practically a monopoly on trade in mica 
splittings, because of her abundance of 
cheap labor. The principal military use 
of mica is in connection with electrical 
equipment. In a major war our military 
requirements would greatly increase, but 
the situation would probably be met 
largely through extensive substitutions 
and through exploitation of local re- 
sources, 

Coconut shells constitute a material, 
the need of which is almost entirely re- 
stricted to defense against toxic gases. 
From coconut shells is produced an acti- 
vated charcoal used as a filter in gas 
masks. There is no domestic production 
and in case of a war which shut us off 
from the West Indies, Central America, 
Hawaii, and the Philippines we would 
probably have to use less satisfactory 
articles as substitutes. These would in- 
clude cohune nuts, fruit pits, oak char- 
coal and briquetted anthracite. 

The recent inclusion of optical glass in 
our strategic materials represents a de 
parture from precedent inasmuch as this 
is a manufactured item and not a raw 
material. Furthermore, the materials en- 
tering into optical glass are found here 
in ample quantities. However, the pro- 
duction of high grade optical glass is 
confined almost exclusively to Germany. 
Until there are domestic facilities and 
highly skilled personnel to take care of 
our needs this essential commodity must 
be considered as of great straegic impor- 
tance. 

Optical glass is used in camera lenses, 
eye-glasses, binoculars, opera glasses and 
microscopes. Its military uses are of 
great importance in aerial camera lenses, 
range finders and binoculars. Domestic 





production is confined very largely to the 
Bausch and Lomb Company, which is 
gradually expanding its facilities and 
training highly specialized technicians. 
Ultimately, we may become independent 
of foreign sources of supply, but at pres- 
ent our lack of sufficient domestic sources 
of supply is occasioning some concern. 

Shellac is found exclusively in south- 
eastern Asia, nearly ninety per cent of 
it coming from India and the remainder 
from Siam, Indo-China and the Straits 
Settlements. It has a number of uses in 
paints, varnishes, lacquers, buttons, as a 
binder for mica and in signal equipment. 
We use about thirty million pounds an- 
nually and we usually have on hand 
about five million pounds. Because of 
the numerous fairly satisfactory substi- 
tutes that have recently been developed 
it is possible that we may be able soon 
to consider that a supply of shellac is no 
longer vital to our security. It is there- 
fore no longer carried as a _ strategic 
item and though it is still on our list of 
critical materials it is less important than 
many of the others. 

Conclusions 

This brief list of materials for the sup- 
ply of which we are wholly or partially 
dependent on foreign sources indicates 
that the United States is marvelously fa- 
vored. It should be borne in mind that 
to arrive at this list we assumed that all 
sea lanes were closed and land traffic 
across our borders stopped. This is a 
most extreme situation. It is very prob- 
able that even in a major war we are 
likely to be able to continue our trade 
with either or both our land neighbors, 
with Central America and the West In- 
dies. If this is true we would then have 
our requirements fully met in several of 
the strategic and critical commodities. 
With Canada a neutral, we would be 
able to procure all the nickel we needed 
and considerable quantities of mica and 
hides. With access to Cuba our supply 
of sugar ceases to be a problem and we 
would also be able to get considerable 
chromium, From Mexico we might ob- 
tain all needed sisal or hennequin, some 
hides and some of the minerals we need. 
From the West Indies and Central 
America we could secure our full require- 
ments of coconut shells and considerable 
coffee. 

It is certain that with the progress of 
the race new uses will be devised for 
various materials, new wants will be cre- 
ated and met, civilian and military re- 
quirements will tend to increase and the 
trend toward interdependence of nations 
will increase. On the other hand substi- 
tutes will be devised and things now 
found only in nature may be produced in 
a chemical laboratory. There is every 
reason to suppose that in this progress 
the United States will continue to lead. 
While the need for the maintenance of 
international peace is greater today than 
at any time in the world’s history it is 
gratifying to know that in nearly all the 
vital raw materials so essential in war 
this country is exceedingly rich.

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Financial Digest 


Interesting facts in connection with 
the financial situation and operations of 
the Government are set forth in the an- 
nual reports of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, the Secretary of Commerce 
and the Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue. According to the Secretary of Com- 
merce, the total income payments, 
salaries, wages, relief payments, divi- 
dends, ete., during the past fiscal year 
was approximately 66.8 billion dollars. 
The Secretary of the Treasury states 
that the total expenditures of the Federal 
Government during that year amounted 
to 7.691 billions, This is 11.5% of the 
public income. The Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue reports that the total of 
the taxes his branch of the Treasury col- 
lected amounted to 5.658 billions. This 
means that the Federal Government took 
8.5% of the national income, or more 
than $1 for every $12 of public earnings. 
From Corporation incomes, the Federal 
Government received 1.8 billions in taxes, 
from the excess profits tax applied on 
corporation earnings, 37 millions, from 
individuals 1.286 billions, from the “un- 
just enrichment” tax 6.2 millions, the 
Social Security tax 748 millions, alcohol 
taxes 568 millions, and capital stock, es- 
tate and gift, tobacco and sales taxes, 
ete., 1.719 billions. Payment by business 
of such taxes necessarily affected its 
ability to expand and employ. In his 
budget message, the President failed to 
reiterate his oft-expressed hope that an 
approach to a balanced budget would be 
made, even though he indicated that 
additional revenue would be needed by 
the Government partially to meet ex- 
penses. Congress has postponed tax con- 
sideration until it is informed in March 
of the amount of income tax receipts, and 
if they show an upturn it will be ex- 
tremely careful about further burdening 
the people. In explanation of the unbal- 
anced budget, the President stated it is 
not good accounting to charge capital ex- 
penditures to current government ex- 
penses. The Secretary of the Treasury 
reports federal ownership of various 
securities representing foreign  obli- 
gations, capital stock, bonds, etc., of 
governmental corporations and agencies, 
and indebtedness to the Government by 
railroads, farmers, ship owners, and 
others. The face value of these securities 
is given as 15.6 billions. The Treasury is 
confident that a large part of this in- 
debtedness is collectible, in which case 
the huge and growing National debt will 
be reduced. It is recalled that during 
the campaign of 1982 when Mr. Hoover 
spoke of recoverable assets, his state- 
ment was derided by Candidate Roose- 
velt. Now that the shoe is on the other 
foot, the Administration is putting great 
stress upon the value of the assets of 
the Government, such as mortgages on 
homes and farms, loans to Governors of 
States for relief, etc., some of which will 
be lost. Concerned over the size of the 
National Debt, the conservative leaders 
in Congress have decreed that there must 
be sharp cuts in appropriations. As a 
first step, they notified the Bureau of the 
Budget that in che First Deficiency bill, 
all estimates except of a dire emergency 
character must be omitted. A House Ap- 
propriations subcommittee reduced the 
relief estimate for the balance of the 
year by 150 millions. Further it decreed 
that none of the WPA appropriations 
should be paid to any employee under 
Civil Service. This was designed to pre- 
vent the President from making the 
WPA a permanent branch of the Govern- 
ment, which is a hope of the New Deal. 
If Congress should reduce the relief ap- 
propriation, and should take this month 
one or two steps in opposition to the 
resident, the fact will stand out that 
the National Legislature has leadership 
and its direction will be toward the right. 
That the Administration understands the 
trend is shown by the statements made 
by Secretary Hopkins to the Senate Com- 
merce Committee that he doesn’t believe 
the Government can live indefinitely on 
borrowed money, that he is against sit- 
down strikes, that the Government has 





ng.intention to harass business but will 
cooperate with it, and that within a 
reasonable period he anticipates a ma- 
terial reduction of unemployment.

Merchant Marine 

Marshall L. Wilcox, Director of Oper- 
ations and Traffic of the United States 
Maritime Commission, this week made a 
plea for American shippers to make in- 
creasing use of vessels of the American 
merchant marine. 

Director Wilcox, whose address was 
heard by 700 guests at a dinner of the 
New York Freight Forwarders and 
Brokers Association, Inc., declared: 
“We are making serious efforts to get 
out of government operation. We have 
succeeded in the case of the cargo line 
which was formerly maintained to the 
east coast of South America. This is now 
in private hands. Within the next week 
or so the present government owned and 
operated lines in the transatlantic ser- 
vice will be advertised for sale or charter 
in whole or in part. We solicit bids from 
reputable owners and sincerely hope 
that some bids or proposals will be forth- 
coming which will enable us to turn these 
lines over to private hands. 

“The policy and purpose of the law and 
of the commission is that there shall be a 
privately owned and operated American 
Merchant Marine regardless of who owns 
it or who operates it and that this 
American Merchant Marine, manned by 
American officers and men, will carry a 
substantial portion of our United States 
foreign trade.” 

The Department of Commerce's report 
on the progress of American merchant 
shipbuilding for the period between 
Nov. 1, 1988 and Dee. 1, 1938, released 
this week, reveals that during the month 
of November, 1938, American — ship- 
builders contracted for or were building 
230 vessels, aggregating 518,507 gross 
tons, a considerable increase over the 198 
vessels aggregating 466,741 gross tons 
contracted for or building during the pre- 
vious month. 

The Maritime Commission announced 
this week that Mr. James L. Bates, 
formerly Head Engineer of the Bureau of 
Construction and Repair of the Navy De- 
partment has been named Chief of the 
Technical Division of the Maritime Com- 
mission. Mr. Bates has been with the 
Navy Department for over 35 years, and 
is a member of the Society of Naval

In order that information relative to 
ihe ability of Military Intelligence Re 
serve officers to translate a foreign lan- 
guage into English and from English into 
a foreign language may be of record, ap- 
propriate examinations have been pre- 
pared and will be issued direct by the 
Military Intelligence Division, War De- 
partment General Staff. 

The Department states as follows: 

When an application for appointment in or 
transfer to the Military Intelligence Reserve 
is received in which the applicant claims to 
speak, read, or translate a foreign language, 
it is desired that the Corps Area or Depart 
ment commander cause the candidate to be 
examined in the appropriate languages in the 
presence of an officer, and then forward the 
completed examination with the other papers 
in the case. For purposes of transmittal the 
completed examination need not be considered 
confidential. The language examination will 
be withdrawn and graded by the Translation 
Section, Military Intelligence Division, and 
the Corps Area or Department commander 
and the individual concerned notified of the 
result. 

In order that the present members of the 
Military Intelligence Reserve may be classi 
fied as to proficiency in foreign languages, it 
is desired that they be given the language 
examination at the earliest opportunity, pref 
erably during a tour of active duty training. 
The completed examination will be forwarded 
direct to the Assistant Chief of Staff, G-2, 
War Department General Staff. No Reserve 


officer will be given the examination more 
than once. 
No examination will be required’ in 


languages not included in those for which 
examination forms have been prepared, 
Requests for additional examination forms 
should be made direct to the Assistant Chief 
of Staff, G-2, War Department General Staff.
